A mob 
thronged the streets shouting “ Give us some- 
thing to eat.” 

The usual police holidays have been sus- 
pended for a fortnight, a renewal of yester- 
day’s disorder being feared. It is reported 
that the Euiperor: witnessed the Unter den 
Linden affair from the castle windows. The 
majority of the persons arrested will proba- 
bly be liberated, but the leaders will We 
punished severely. No unusual distress pre- 
vails in Berlin except such as results from a 
lack of work in the building and cognate 
trades which is inevitable in the winter, 
though the distress has been intensified by 
the recent strikes. Exaggerated reports of 
the disorders, together with the Emperor’s 
Brandenburg speech, caused depression on the 
Bourse yesterday. 

It was noticed throughout the demonstra- 
tion that the sympathy of the immense crowd 
of people, rich and poor, who witnessed the 
riot, was with the mob. They were cheered 
repeatedly by groups of well-dressed people 
belonging to the upper and middle classes and 
were frowned upon only by those moving in 
government or military circles.

measures. It was then said that the Emperor 
and Chancellor von Caprivi took this step in 
order to indicate their resentment of the de- 
termined opposition offered by the Socialist 
delegates to the Education bill. 
Riots Throughout the Evening. 

Another row occurred about 5:30 p. m. near 
the Brandenburg gate. About 300 men out of 
employment assembled with the intention of 
holding a demonstration, but they quarreled 
among themselves instead and a free fight 
ensued, They were finally dispersed by the

TO PUMP MORE WATER 


COUNCIL ACTION REGARDING THE 
BRIDGEPORT WORKS, 


An Order Passed for the Preparation of 
Plans and Bids—High Building Ordi- 
mance Vetoed— To Secure Electric 
Lights for Bridgeport — Important 
Legislation Concerning the West Side 
Street Railway Company Lines—Propo- 
sition from South Park Commissioners. 


At the meeting of the Council last evening 
Ald. Kent presented an order the passage of 
which puts an end to the dillydallying with 
the matter of improving the capacity of the 
Bridgeport pumping works, and which insures 
that 80,000 cubic feet of water a minute will 
be sent down the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
before July Lif the Canal Commissioners are 
prepared to take care of that quantity. Ald. 
Kent’s order was as follows: 

Ordered, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works proceed immediately to prepare plans and 
to advertise for bids to improve the capacity of 
the canal pumving-works at Bridgeport so as to 
enable the city to send 40,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute through the ILlinois and Michigan 
Canal by and with the consent of the Canal Uom- 
missioners. 

Ald. Kent explained that the report of the 
Finance committee making this provision had 
veen mislaid. He offered the order as a sub- 
stitute. It was adopted unanimously, fifty-six 
Aldermen voting for it. 


The High Building Ordinance Vetoed. 


The Mayor presented his veto of the high 
building ordinance as follows: 

Gentlemen: I[ herewith return to you with my 
veto the ordinance passed by you the evening of 
Feb. 15, regulating the height of buildings within 
the City of Chicago, My reasons for so doing are 
that thereis no penalty provided in this ordi- 
nance for the violahon thereof. The passage of 
this ordinance in its present shape would be fully 
as inefficient to prevent the erection of high build- 
ings as is the present building ordinance of Chi- 
cago with reference to the building of frame 
structures. Without some penalty or the power 
to tear down the building the ordinance is prac- 
tically void. In addition to this oversight is a 
misprint or otherwise in the last line of Sec. 2. 
The first clause of Sec. 2 provides that where 
building permits have been issued before the pas- 
sage of this ordinance they shall be valid, pro- 
vided work is commenced within six months 
from and after said permit. The last clause 
efsaid Sec. 2 reads as follows: “All permits 
heretofore granted or issued for the construction 
of buildings exceeding in height the height lim- 
ited by Sec. 1 of this ordinance shail become void 
and of no effect upon the expiration of six months 
from and after the date hereof respectively.” 
The word “ hereof ’ should have been thereof, or 
thereof respectively, in order to make the last 
clause not conflict with the first clause. 

In addition to these objections, which are in- 
superabie in an ordinance intended to reach what 
this ordinance seeks to remedy, I am satisfied 
from the committee which have waited upon me 
that the subject should receive more careful con- 
sideration. Large property interests, represent- 
ing both phases of this question, are anxious to be 
further heard before an ordinance is passed which 
shall be of such vital importance to Chicago as 
this ordinance may prove to be, 

You have a committee appointed for the pur- 
pose of framing a new building ordinance, and as 
this question comes directly within the provinee 
of such a committee I would suggest that the 
new ordinance include the subject matter of this 
ordinance; and, therefore, suggest that such 
action be taken by your honorable body as will 
secure a full and tair hearing upon the merits 
and demerits of high buildings, and that an ordi- 
nance be passed after a full hearing by your com- 
mittee appointed to redraft the building 
ordinance, 

1 would suggest, further, that an order be 
passed by your honorable body that no permits 
be issued by the Commissioner of Buildings for 
any building to exceed 150 feet 1n height until a 
new ordinance limiting, or not limiting, the 
height of buildings be passed. Such an order will 
prohibit any undue action on the part of the 
public and prevent the further erection of ex-

GIFT OF A MILLION. 


J. D. RCCKEFELLER AGAIN AIDS 
THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY, 


His Third Contribution to the Institution 
to Give It an Income of $91,666 to Be 
Used Solely for Current Expenses—The 
Timely Endowment a Thanks Offering 
for Returned Health—The Millionaire’s 
Gifts to the University Now Aggregate ' 
$2,600,000—Trustees Rejoice. | 


John D. Rockefeller has made another 
munificent gift of $1,000,000 to the University 
of Chicago. The offering consists of 1,0005 

per cent bonds, prin-| 
cipal and interest pay- 
able in gold. This with 
the two amounts previ- 
ously contributed 
makes an aggregate of 
$2,600,000 which Mr. 
Rockefeller has given 
the embryo institution. 
The gift was formally 
tendered in a letter 
written in New York 
. Feb. 23 and received 
yesterday by Dr. 
y Thomas W. Goodspeed. 
JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. |¢ need scarcely be said 
that the letter occasioned no little rejoicing, 
since its reception added $91,666 to the income 
of the university during its first school year. 

Mr. Rockefelier’s letter is characteristically 
brief, but explicit as to the transfer of the 
bonds and the purpose to which the money is 
to be devoted. Ostensibly the gift is a special 
thanks offering to God for returning health. 
. The entire amount, according to the terms 
of the gift, is to remain forever as & perma- 
nent endowment, the income of which 1s to 
be used solely for the current expenses of the 
institution. Nota cent of it is to be used for 
lands, buildings, or repairs, and Mr. Rocke- 
feller reserves the right to dictate the way in 
which the money shali be expended. The 
bonds will be delivered March 1, together with 
the interest that shall have accrued from Dec. 
1, 1891. 

What Dr. Goodspeed Says. 

Relative to the circumstances under which 
the great gift was made both Prof. Harper 
and Dr. Goodspeed. observe the strictest 
secrecy. Dr. Goodspegd said yesterday that 
he was permitted to make no statement what- 
ever, fun therthan that Mr. Rockefeller, learning 
of the needs and opportunities of the new uni- 
versity, had concluded to add $1,000,000 to the 
$1,600,000 be had already contributed. The 
letter of donation he was willing to give to the 
public, but more than this he thought the 
most ardent friend of the university had no 
right to ask or expect. 

“‘I do not need to say anything more,”’ said 
Dr. Goodspeed in issuing Mr. Rockefeller’s 
letter for publication. ‘* The letter speaks for 
itself. The gift adds $91,666 to the income of 
the university during its first year. We have 
for along while feit the need of the money, 
and it is a great boon that we have got it so 
early. Ican assure you that it has lifteda 
load of duubt and apprehension from our 
minds and made it tolerably smooth sailing 
for us during the most tryimg period of the 
new institution’s life.”’ 

The following is the text of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
letter: 

New York, Feb. 23.—To the Trustees of the 
University of Chicago, Thomas W. Goodspeed, D. 
D., Secretary, Chicago, Ill.—Gentlemen: I will 
give to the University of Chicago 1,000 5 per cent 
bonds of the par value of $1,000,000, principal and 
interest payable in gold. 

The principal of this fund isto remain forever 
a further endowment for the university, the in- 
come tobe used only for the current expenses 
and not for lands, buildings, or repairs. I reserve 
the right to designate at my option the expenses 
to which the income shal! be applied. 

I will deliver these bonds March 1, 1892, bearing 
accrued interest from Dec. 1, 1891. : 

I make this gift as a. special thanks offering to 
Almighty God for returning health.

The New University’s Development. 


The development of the new university is 
little less than a romance in the history of 
education.

The designation of the money for this use has 
met the approval generally of the heirs of Mr. 
Ogden, 

From the outset of the movement to estab- 
lish a university here there has been the deep- 
est interest manifested in it throughout the 
country, and since matters have assumed such 
a shape that 1t was definitely known that reg- 
ular instructions would begin Oct, 1, 1892, 
students have been unremitting in their applica- 
tions for admission. Among these prospective 
students there are requests for instruction in 
almost every department of knowledge, and 
it has become cvident that if the university 
undertook the work urgently called for by 
this great and growing body of students its 
endowments must be immediately and largely 
increased. 

To get this necessary endowment has been 
one of the most arduous of Prof. Harper’s 
duties. Efforts in Chicago seemed futile, 
since the board was asking the city for $1,000,- 
000 for the buildings that had to be provided 
without delay. It was these circumstances 
that were brought to the attention of Mr. 
Rockefeller, and thus resulted in this gift of 
$1,000,000. 

The expenses of the university this first year 
will be enormous, and it is no inconsiderable 
favor that Mr. Rockefeller will transfer along 
‘with the bonds the interest accruing from 
Dec. 1, 1891, to March 1, 1892. As the univer- 
sity does not open till Oct. 1 the total addi- . 
tion to the income of the institution the first 
year will amount to $91,666. Scarcely more

soldiers they will rally 3,000 men and make a 
charge upon Fort Anderson. I would recommend 
some ten or fifteen of the most influential men of 
the State to go there and try to reason with the 
miners by promising to use their influence in 
having the next Legislature build a penitentiary 
and work the convicts in it, believing that the 
miners would accept this and cease their hostil- 
ities toward the convicts working at Coal Creek. 
Then the military could be withdrawn at once, 
which would be a great saving to the State, and 
for the present would end all trouble.

FERENCE. OF NATIONS. 


Assurances That the Change Brought About 

. by Mr. Goschen Will Lead to an Accept- 
ance of an Invitation—Will Not Be 
Bound by Its Representatives, However 
—Physicians Testify as to the Condition 
ot Edward Field's Mind and His Epi- 
leptic Fits—Gotham News. 


New York, Feb. '25.—[Special.]—Informa- 


tion reachéd Wall street today from Washing-. 


ton to the effect that Great Britain will posi- 
tively join the United States, Germany, and 
France in calling an international bimetallic 
money conference on condition that the Brit- 
ish representatives will not pledge their gov- 
ernment in advance to abide by the decision 
of the conference. The fact that England has 
expressed a willingness to join in a conference 
looking toward the recognition of silver as 
money,even with a cautious condition coupled 
to it, was regarded in financial circles as of 
the greatest importance. It is stated now for 
the first time that the Government of Great 
Britain manifested an active interest in the 
silver coinage question and is manifesting a 
desire to join with the United States, Ger- 
many, and France in the adjustment of this 
intricate and difficult-question of international 
finance. 3 

In the fourteen years that have elapsed since 
the last internationalconference a change has 
come to pass in public sentiment in England 
on the silver question. Mr. Goschen, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, as is well 
known, has given a great deal of mention and 
study to the silver question and has more lib- 
eral views on the recognition of silver than 
his predecessors in the British ministry. Lord 
Salisbury, too, is believed to be strongly in 
favor of a conference, while his views are not 
so pronounced as those of Mr. Goschen. There 
is reason to believe, so itis said in Washing- 
ton, that correspondence has taken place on 
the subject of the proposed conference be- 
tween the Governments of the United States, 
Great Britain, Germany, and France, and when 
Congress takes the necessary steps there will 
be no doubt that the conference will be called. 

A Wall street authority made this announce- 


ment yesterday: 

A gentlemen who talked with Secretary Foster 
before he sailed for Europe makes the statement 
that Secretary Foster said that an agreement for 
an internationul monetary conference had prac- 
tically been agreed upon and he expected that the 
conference would be announced soon after his ar- 
rivalin London, There is no Siapeting this an- 
thority—it is absolutely correct. Heretofore, con- 
ferences on bimetallism have been futile, but this 
year there are most peculiar circumstances which 
warrant expectauon of something more than talk 
The real key to the situation is the fact that silver 
bullion is selling in the markets of the world low- 
er than ever before. Thenations of Europe do 
not hke it any better than we do. | 

England is interested in silver vitally because 
of its Indian trade. The Bank of France has 
over $250,000, silver, Germany over $60,000,090, 
sng Austria over $83,000,000, The Bank of France 
hag within $20.000,000 as much silver as it has gold. 
A seconference under present conditions would 
mean more than any previous one, if these four 
great nations should agree upon a value for silver 
and sheuld issue paper against jt based on this 
value the credit of the nations Would make the 
paper good, no matter how much silver fell. In 
the event of coinage by the nations at a certain 
value the demand for silver would be enormous, 
as it would be in the event of issuing paper based 
upon it. 

Few peovle expect an effort to remonetize silver 
at an extravagant valuation. Everybody knows 
that England would not agree. But a definition 
of the place silver was to occupy in the monetary 
systems of these great countries would be a great 
step forward. We understand that the Harrison 
administration desired very much to bring about 
this conference and succeeded. Pending this 
meeting there will be no fresh silver legislation 
here. The official announcement of the confer- 
ence was generally expected to bring about a 
lively bull market, for ali the silver scares would 
vanish until the conference had finished its work, 
and if silver was recognized capitalists would 
know what to depend upon. 

A banker who was asked today to exple 
how it paid to export gold at this time said 

Atthis season-of the year the first export o1 
gold is usually made in adjusting the balance of 
trade with Europe, but, owing to our large ship- 
ments of grain occasioned by the shortage on the 
other side, it was thought that we should not be 
compelled to part with our gold at thistime. It 
appears that $1,500,000 has already been taken 
upon legitimate transactions, but the rate of ex- 
change has not yet reached a point where it can 
be exported at a profit. 

One of the methods adopted by the gold ma- 
nipulatars is to borrow money from the banks or 
trust companies upon various securities and pur- 


chase foreign bills. The foreign broker has not a | 
credit on the | 


sufficient balance to his 
other side to meet his drafts, there- 
fore he is obliged to request his bank 
here Ao ship the gold. As the banks in this city 
do not carry in their vaults gold coin to any ex- 
tent, they are compelled to have their gold cer- 
tificates redeemed at the Treasury for coin—$W 
gold pieces are usually taken, as the abrasion in 
shipping is less. At this period of the transac- 
tion the public is notified of the shipment, to- 
gether with the further announcement that more 
will probably be engaged, and the market imme- 
diately becomes weak and feverish and uneasi- 
ness prevails. The expense attending such trans- 
actions are comparatively small when compared 
with the benefits derived by being heavily short 
of the market. 


EVIDENCE OF FIELD'S INSANITY. 


Physicians Tell of Actions by Him Which 
Showed That Condition. 

New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]|—Edward 
M. Field dozed as usual today while the doc- 
tors told the jury that he is insane. While it 
was not contended that the wrecker of the 
firm of Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. is an 
epileptic lunatic, it was shown that he has 
suffered from epileptic fits or attacks much 
like them. Dr. George J. Fisher, Staté In- 
spector of Lunacy, said: “In my judgment 


he is insane.” 

Dr. Charles L. Lindley, Edward M. Field’s 
brother-in-law, told of a trip he had made to 
the Adirondacksin the summer of 1876. He 
said: 

Mr. Field wanted to go back to New York on 
the day after we got to Meed Lake. I! told the 
guides it was not exciting enongh for Mr. Field. 
They then told him t wolves’ eyes shine like 
fire brands in the dark. Then they would. throw 
fire brands into the woods near our camp and he 
would shoot at them with his rifle, saying they 
were wolves. He shot away all his ammunition. 
He shot at atin can one moonlight night, think- 
ing that the gleani was that of a wolf's eye. 
Field chased me with his rifle half a mntile one 
night. thinking 1 was a wolf. He wore only his 
underclothes, and when he got back to camp he 
was badly torn. After we had b« in camp a week 
he wanted some carrant jelly. He started to walk 
eighteen miles to get it. He did not come back 
in three days. I finally found Fiela at Panl 
Smith’s hotelrin a dazed condition. He did not 
know whatI meant when I asked him about going 
back to the camp, although he had told the 
people about the hotel that the woods were full 
of gray wolves and that he had spent most of his 
time defending the camp.

Within a few minutes Field fell unconscious 
and could not be roused. Three days later he 
had no recollection of what had happened. 


LOST FOUR OF ITS CREW. 


The Ravages of Yellow Fever on Board the 
Advance from Santos, 


New Yorr, Feb. 25.—-The New York and 
Brazilian mail steamship Advance arrived at 
quarantine late tonight from Santos and 
Brazilian ports. When boarded by the 
Heaith Officer this morning it was discovered 
that while lying at the various ports at Brazil 
and while on the voyage here eighteen cases 
of yellow fever were discovered on board. 
Four deaths were recorded, three of these 
beme directly caused by the disease and the 


fourth resulted indirectly from it. i 


It is supposed that the plegue was brought 
aboard the Advance by some of her crew who 
went ashore or.by the laborers who assisted in 
loading and unloading the ship. The first 
case on board was discovered Jan. 19, when a 
messmian was sent ashore to hos- 
pital without delay, and prom treat- 
ment saved his life. Jan. 20 a fire. 
man was also taken sick and was treated 
similarly. On Jan. 22 the ship's cook was 
taken sick, and was at once isolated. Every. 


* thing was done to prevent the spreag of the 


R. T. Baker, was taken sick and lingered but 
twenty-four hours, dying the second day after 
leaving port. Gerhard Jordan.a coal-passer, be- 
came ill next ; two days later the quartermaster 
and Jan. 31 the seeond cook were taken 
down. Two were sent tothe hospital on the 
steamer’s arrival at Bahia. Feb. 3 William 
Alverson, the second engineer, developed the 
fever, but he recovered. Feb. 2 afireman was 
also sent to the ship’s hospital with fever, but 
he was pronounced out of danger the 5th. 
Feb. 4 the second cook died and was buried at 
sea the same day. At about the same time 
a steward was taken sick and died Feb, 7. 
Feb. 5 the ship’s stewardess was ordered to the 
hospital. Her attack was light and she re- 
covered. All traces of fever plague had dis- 
appeared when the Advance reached here last 
night and its detention by the health authori- 
ties psy ster The ship and the passen- 
gers’ baggage will be thoroughly fumigated 
before it will be allowed to proceed to its pier

PROPOSITION TO PRODUCERS, 


The Reading President Gives Out a Basis 
for United Action of Coal Men. 

New York, Feb, 25.—[Special. |—It was said 
in Wall street today that President McLeod 
of the Reading had made a proposition to the 
independent operators producing coal on con- 
solidated lines controlled by him to mark 
their entire tonnage on the following basis: 

At $4 a ton or less the operator gets 60 per 
cent and railroads'40 per cent. Over $4 per ton 
the operator gets 40 per cent of the advance and 
railroad 60 percent. All over $4.50 per ton the 
opérator on 30 per cent of the advance and the 
railroad 70 per cent. He virtually guarantees a 
minimum price of $, free on board for stove coal, 
which is higher than the average price for sev- 
eral years, and stipulates that such price is to be 
based on the average monthly selling prices of the 
Lehigh Valley elaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, and Wyoming coals. He agrees to es- 
tablish a system of inspection for such coals 
handled, and provides for a board of arbitration. 

Coxe Bros. & Uo; have taken the initiative in 
the matter, signifying their willingness to enter 
into such an agreement. They have been fol- 
lowed by about twenty additional individual op- 
erators. The aggregate of the total tonnage in- 
terested to date said to be 3,000,000 tons yearly. 

The above proposition is made to operators 
principally along the lines of the Jersey Cen- 
tral and high :Vailey. Itis said that the 
contracts restrict 'the amount of coal which 
private operators. will be allowed to mine,

Baltimore Public School Teachers Petition 
the Legislature to Save the Boys. 

Bartimoke, Md., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The 
teachers of the public schools of this city have 
opened war on: the cigarette. A memorial, 
signed by the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction and may teachers, was sent to the 
Legislature today, commending the bill now 
pending to impgse a license of $250 on dealers 
in cigarettes, + 

The teachers bay that ‘“‘smoking cigarettes 
causes boys to become nervous, dwarfs their 
intellect, poisons their lungs and blood, and 
unfits them for their daily duties in the school 
room.” Teachérs consider tne practice the 
greatest evil of the rising generation. 

For some time past the _public school 
teachers of Baltimore have been closely 
watching the effect of cigarette smcking on 
the boys under Bixteen years of age and have 
noticed that in é¢very case the faculties were 
dulled by the habit. Boys who chewed to- 
bacco were not as much affected as those who 
smoked cigarettes. The latter were also more 
nervous and irritable. Agents of the big cigar- 
ette eae aco in Maryland ana Virginia 
are working with the lobby at the Legislature 
to defeat the bill.

BYRNES ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


A Witness Describes the Quarrel That Led 
te the Shooting of William Enright. 

The trial of Thomas Byrnes for the murder 
of W liam Enright is fairly under way, a jury 
baving been secured about noon yesterday. 
Edward Mayher, No. 26 West Thirteenth 
street, who was with Enright at the time he 
was shot, detailed the occurrences on the night 
of the shooting. Substantially he said: 

“Tam a teamster and Enright and my- 
self were both employed OB tho same 
tirm—Sprague, Warner & o After 
putting away our teams on New Year’s 
eve we went to a saloon at the corner 
of Fourteenth and Loomis streets. We sub- 
sequently met Byrnes with two companions. 
Byrnes grew noisy and was ejected from the 
rooin by the bartender. He was gone a few 
moments and came back. The quarrel was 
renewed, and Byrnes went outside, followed 
by Enright. They had been gone only a few 
moments when I heard a pistol shot. In con- 
junction with others I rushed out and found 
Enright on the sidewalk, the blood issuing 
from the wound. I saw Byrnes walking south 
on Loomis street at a fast gait. Enright was 
carried ito the saloon and afterwards was 
removed to the County Hospital.”’ 

The remaining witnesses for the State will 
be heard at the opaning of court at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 


WANT THE FULL SCALE OF WAGES. 


Complaints Against Illinois’ World’s Fair 
Building Contractors, 

A meeting of the Carpenters’ Council was 
hela last night at No. 167 Washington street, 
at which a committee was: appointed to wait 
upon the contractors of the Illinois State 
building at the World’s Fair grounds. 

The reason of the action was the failure of 
the contractorgto live to their agreement as 
regards the wages of the carpenters employed 
on che building.

BUSINESS NOTICEs 
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THEY TRADED IN PUTS AND CALLS. 


Some Business in Privileges Done in Spite 
of the Board of Trade Edict. 

A crowd of forty or fifty members and spec- 
ulators who had no fear of the board gathered 
yesterday afternoon in the alley which sep- 
arates the Board of Trade Building from the 
Rialto Block, and for an hour or more traded 
vigorously in puts and calls. When the sun 
peeped out later in the afternoon the crowd 
was slightly augmented. A considerable busi- 
ness seemed to be doing, though in the aggre- 
gate it amounted to nothing like the 5,000,000 
to 10,000,000 privileges which up to last Mon- 
day used to constitute a fair afternoon’s busi- 
ness. It was stated that Cespite their expressed 
determination to have nothing to do with puts 
and calls numerous houses were having orders 
forced upon them. 

‘** Competition is too keen and commissions 
are too low to lose any customers when it can 
be helped,” said one observant broker. No 
attempt was made by the directors to interfere 
with the privilege traders. President Hamill 
was understood to have exp the for- 
mer’s views to the effect that their jurisdiction 
did not extend to members’ offices nor to the 
control of their movements and actions out- 
side of the building. The put and call men 
“had been excluded from the halls and rooms 
controlled by the directors. Besides, the board 
did not recognize puts and calls. 3 

Considerable doubt was expressed whether 
anything but an indictment and conviction of 
an offender under the State law would put a 
coniplete stop to the trading. A wide interest 
is concerned in puts and calls. Scores of 
scalpers who operate on asmall capital are 
able to treble the size of their deals by aid of 
the insurance and stop loss privilege which 

uts and calls confer. ey are besides popu- 
ar with a large class of traders in St. Louis, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth, and Milwau- 
kee, whose business generally is strongly bid 
for. When privileges were forbidden by the 
directors once before B. P. Hutchinson, then 
in his zenith as the biggest man on ’Change, 
offered to provide a room in the Century club 
in which they might be dealt in without fear 
of interference. 

The wheat market yesterday was strong 
early and flabby at the end of the session. 
Tue Trrsune’s article describing a threat- 
ened corner, together with a variety of strong 
news from the interior and the continent, 
frightened the shorts. Dispatches from Wash- 
ington stating that Senator Washburn would 
eliminate the objectionable features from his 
bill and that prospects were strong that the 
Hatch measure would be made correspond- 
ingly innocuous gave the buyers a fresh im- 
petus, and they boosted Maya cent to 93%. 
Afterwards the price tell back, and finally 
closed at 924%. 


HE WONDERED WHAT THE TROUBLE WAS 


The Railway-Crossing Man Was in His 

Shanty When the Train Came Along. 

A street-car crowded with passengers just 
escaped being smashed to pieces by a freight 
train at the Clark street crossing of .the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana railway tracks yes- 
terday morning. There was a panic in the 
car, and every one was badly frightened, but 
all escaped with nothing worse to complain of 
than muddy feet. 

It was a Wentworth avenue car, No, 30, in 
charge of Conductor No. 788, and was coming ~ 
down-town with forty-three men and women 
aboard at 8:15 o’clock. -When the car was in 
the center of the crossing a huge brewery 
wagon drove in front of it and got stuck in a 
bog-hole. At this moment a long freight 
train rounded the curve, backing from the 
west. The brakeman who stood on top of the 
nearest freight-car signaled the engineer to 
reverse the engine and at the same 
time he set the brake with all his force. 
But it seemed to have little effect on the train. 
The passengers seeing the fast approaching 
freight train made. a stampede for the door, 
and poured pell-meil into the sloppy, muddy 
street. One woman became so faint from 
fright that she had to be assisted to a place of 
safety. 

When the people were about half out of the 
ear, and the freight train was scarcely a doz- 
en yards away, it came to a standstill. Atthis 
moment the decrepit old man who is em- 
ployed by the company to guard the crossing 
came out of his shanty and asked what all the 
fuss was about. He had had his shoes of dry-» 
ing his feet at the stove, and had inissed see- 
ing what came near being another grade cross- 
ing disaster. 

Over two months ago the policeman on duty 
at that crossing reported the fact at the 
armory that the gates were not working, and 
the proper authorities at the City Hall were 
notified the following day. 

At 8 o’ciock Wentworth avenue car No, 35 
came up to the crossing. The conductor ran 
forward, but before he gave any signal an en- 
gineer standing at the crossing gave thedriver 
the signal to “‘ come on.”’ A passenger train 
was approaching, and the conductor of: the 
street-car had just time enough to seize the 
car horses by the head to save them from run- 
ning onto the track over which the train passed 
at a rapid rate.

Youthful Robbers of Great Boldness— Found - 
in a Barglars’ Lair.

If the Trustees were to select at once the

The city should proceed at once to get new 
pumps for use at Bridgeport and to raise the 
banks of the canal so that) it will take 80,000 
cubic feet of water per minute. No raising 
will have to be done this side of Lemont. 
There may be some points where dredging 
will be necessary, but that work will not cost 
much. The total expense will not exceed 
$125,000, and everything can be completed by 
July. The city has the power to attend to the 
matter. There must be some agency which 
is authorized to give temporary relief. Since 
it is not the Drainage District it must be the 
city. Nor is there any difficulty about the 
money. Sooner than allow the drinking 
water of the people to be poisoned and Chi- 
cago to be visited by an epidemic, the $600,000 
which it is proposed to add to the police ap- 
propriation can and must be used for sanitary 
purposes, 

The Drainage Trustees will go on puttering 
over their double-capacity rock-cut. The city 
must be more practical and energetic, and set 
to work at once to protect the people.

THAT “THIRD PARTY.” 

The *“‘National Industrial Conference’”’ in 
session at St. Louis has resolved on forming 
athird party. According to its declaration 
neither of the old parties intends to accom- 
plish reform. ‘“‘They have agreed together 
to ignore in the coming campaign every issue 
but one. They propose to sacrifice our homes 
and children upon the altar of Mammon, to 
destroy the hopes of the multitude in order to 
secure corruption funds from the great lords 
of plunder.”’ In order to achieve the defeat 
of both these alleged enemies, and bring 
around certain things which the hot heads in 
the convention choose to assume would con- 
stitute a desirable reform, they resolved to 
give both the cold shoulder. More than this, 
they distinctly told the advocates of prohibi- 
tion and woman suffrage that they wanted 
none of either, and the way in which fists, 
canes, and epithets such as “traitor’’ and 
‘thief’? flew about sufficiently attested the 
agnicable dispositions of the men who pro- 
fessed to want peace. Evidently they belong 
to the class which desires peace so ardently 
as to be willing to fight for it. 

Tus Trrpone referred yesterday to the ab- 
surdity of the measures proposed by these self- 
constituted reformers to alleviate the woes of 
the workers, who think they can make a 
people rich by voluntarily depreciating the 
value of a large part of their accumulated 
wealth. The political phase of the matter is 
equally absurd, and not more likely to be 
crowned with success. The “ third party,’ so 
far as it has gone, and so far as it promises to 
go before utter dismemberment at the polis 
next November, resembles the feet of the 
image of Nebuchadnezzar. It is partly of 
iron and partly of clay. The resolve to form 
athird party is made by the people in the. 
North and West, most of whom have hereto- 
fore voted the Republican ticket, while others 
have supported Democratic measures. Their 
defection would weaken the Republican party 
most, and the Southerners know it. But the lat- 
ter are hide-bound, rock-rooted Democrats, and 
cannot be persuaded to give up their first and 
only love at the dictation'of alot of fellows 
who have no respect for: the right of a white 
man to dominate over‘a ‘“‘ unigger’”’ or for 
any other peculiar notion which is embodied 
in the doctrine of State sovereignty. A few 
‘alieged representatives of these Southern 
Democrats may resolve in convention to aid 
in forming a third party, but even they do so 
with a wry face, and cannot carry with them 
the votes of the people whostaid at home. The 
scheme is a mad ane, in so far asit is expected 
to capture Southern votes, and without them 
it has no more chance for electing its candi- 
dates than of elevating silver to the old par by 
a Congressional fiat. So the delegates from 
that section wili warmly applaud the idea of 
cutting in two the Republican vote of the 
North by means of a third party movement, 
but when it comes home to themselves “ they 
are not in it.” To them its best feature Will be 
the forlorn hope they entertain of carrymg a 
Democratic President into the White House and 
surrounding him there with Southern men and 
Southern influences sufficient to enable them 
to bring back the palmy times when the 
South completely dominated the North in the 
councils of the Nation. 

But there is no such promise or prospect. 
The third party will be simply a lot of bush- 
whackers in the battlefield which next fall 
will be occupied by the two great contending 
hosts, each doing its utmost to obtain the vic- 
tory, each using every possible inducement to 
the stragglers to drop their discontent and 
vote against the other side. The’ so-called | 
third party bad an organization, or the shadow

The more money they in- 
vested in the hope of an advance the greater 
was the power in the hands of the bucket- 
shop man to make the market work the other 
way, and the more frequent were the oppor- 
tunities for doing so. : 
* There 1s notso much of this bucket-shop 
business now as previous to the time the board 
did its best to stop them from getting the 
quotations. That 1s nearly two years ago, 
But as they have dropped back the trading in 
puts and calls has flourished, attracting cash 
from not a few who previously risked it in the 
other way, and lost it whenever it was to the 
interest of the boss gambler to make a clean 
sweep. It is the men who sell those privi- 
leges in the afternoon who do the next morn- 
ing about all the selling down of the regular 
market that can properly be complained of. 
Hence the farmers have a real grievance in 
their operations, and if it could be suppressed 
it would be for the benefit of all except the 
sheer gambling element. But that fact con- 
stitutes no good reason why the whole busi- 
‘ness of speculating in grain should be declared 
illegal as proposed by the friends of the bills 
submitted for that purpose in Washington. 
If that point were gained the farmers might 
find chey had abolished one evil by substitut- 
ing for it one much greater. And it would not 
be the first instance of going from one bad 
extreme to the other which is worse. 


WHICH NATIONAL PLATFURM DO THEY 
WANT? 

The New York Democrats say in their plat 
form: 

The Democratic party of the State of New York, 
in convention assembled, renews the pledge of ite 
tidelity to the great cause of tariff reform, and to 
the whole Democratic faith and tradition, as 
. affirmed in our national platforms from 1876 to 
1888, as well as in our State platforms concurrent 
with the opening of Gov. Tilden’s brief and the 
close of Gov. Hill’s long, thrice approved and 
alike illustrious service in the Chief Magistracy 
of the Empire State. 

The platforms to which they refer are di- 
visible into two differing sets. Those prior to 
and including 1880 belong in one category; 
those of 1884 and 1888 in another. 

In 1874 the New York Democrats said they 
wanted “ Federal taxation for revenue only.”’ 
In 1876 the National convention said: ‘“ We 
demand that all custom-house taxation shall 
be only for revenue.’’ There was not a word 
about the welfare of the workingman. The 
National convention of 1880 demanded “a 
tariff for revenue only.”’ Allit had to say 
about American labor was that— 

The Democratic party is the friend of labor and 
the laboring man, and pledges itself to protect 
him alike against the cormorant andthe com- 
mune. : 

In 1884 the new era began and the American 
workingman was recognized. The platform 
of that year says: 

The necessary reduction in taxation can and 
must be effected without depriving American la- 
bor of the ability to compete successfully with 
foreign labor, and without imposing lower rates 
of duty than will be ample to cover any increased 
cost of production which may exist in conse- 
quence of tne higher rate of wages existing in this 
country. 

On this platform Cleveland was elected. 
That of 1888 reads as follows: 

Our established domestic industries and enter- 
prises should not and need not be endangered by 
the reduction of the burdens of taxation. On the 
contrary,a fair and careful revision of our tax 
laws, with due allowance for the difference be- 
tween the wages of American and foreign labor, 
must promote and encourage every branch of 
such industries and enterprises. Iu the interests 
of American labor, which should in no event be 
neglected, the revision of our tax laws contem- 
plated by the Democratic party should promote 
the advantage of such labor. 

_ The New York Democrats say in one and 
the same breath that they are for a “tariff for 
févenue only,”’ and in another that they are 
against it. Which do they prefer? Or are 
they attempting to construct a local option 
platform to be interpreted for free trade in 
one section and against it in another?

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BOGUS CENSUS AND GERRYMANDERED 
| APPORTIONMENT, 

The New York Legislature has passed a law 
to take a State census to serve as a basis of 
the new legislative apportionment. The cen- 
sus-takers are at work in New York City at 
present and are padding its population by 
copying names off hotei registers, even when 
the owners of the names protest that they are 
non-residents and should not be counted. 
Citizens of Chicago and every other city in 
the country will figure in the enumeration now 
being made, 

It is alleged that the object of this padding 
is to discredit the Fedéral census. That may 
be one of the incidental objects, but the main 
one is the making of the New York Legisla- 
ture safely Democratic by increasing beyond 
legitimate bounds the number of representa- 
tives from New York City and Brooklyn. 
When these census returns are made it will 
be found that the population of the Repub- 
lican counties is set down at‘ about what it 
was in 1890, while that of the Democratic 
strongholds has increased enormously. Out 
of 128 Assemblymen the City of New York 
now has twenty-four. An apportionment 
under the Federal census would give it about 
thirty-one. Under the fraudulent census 
which is now being taken it will get about 
thirty-five. Kings has twelve Assemblymen 
now and will be given more than it is enti- 
tled to. The Democratic counties will be 
givena majority of the Assemblymen and 
Senators. 

When the Legislature gets this stuffed cen- 
sus it will make it the basis of a gerrymand- 
ered apportionment. At the last election the 
Republicans carried four ot the New York 
City Assembly districts. It is the intention of 
Tammany Hall that the delegation shall be a 
solid one henceforth. When the Tammany- 
ites were figuring on thirty-one districts in 
the city they made a preliminary sketch of 
their boundaries. As laid out, every one of 
these districts would give a Tammany major- 
ity, thus disfranchising effectually the more 
than 100,000 Republicans and the thousands of 
indepéndent Democrats in New York. If the 
number of districts is rgised to thirty-five the 
apportionment will be made in such a way as 
to give them all to Tammany, which will con- 
trol the legislation of the State and the choice 
of United States Senators, unless it should be 
given to the people. 

It is the intention of the Democrats that the 
Legislature shall be Democratic for all time 
to come, even if a political earthquake should 
shake up the Commonwealth, and it is the in- 
tention of Tammany that the greatest portion 
of the Democratic strength shall be under its 
own immediate control. 


' Tae Schmidt High License and Local *Op- 
tion bill has failed of passage in the Iowa Sen- 
ate. There were cast for it 25 votes—all Dem- 
ocratic—and against it 23—ali Republican. A

WRECK AND DISASTER AT SEA; 


Ship Pearl Stranded—Vain Attempt to Use 
the Breeches Buoy. 

Lonpox, Feb. 25.—Dispatches continue to 
be received giving the details of the maritime 
casualties. The latest report is of the loss of 
the ship Pearl, bound for Iceland, stranded in 
Cuden Bay, near Peterhead, in the northeast 
part of the County of Aberdeen, Scotland. 
The life-boat men put off to the wreck and 
succeeded in bringing twelve persons to the 
shore. Thesea was running so high that it 


wae decided to bring those still remaining on 


board the ship tothe land by the breeches 
buoy. A rocket carrying a light line was shot 
across the wreck.

PINE TREE STATE. 


Memories of the Old Homes, Its Pleasures 
and Hardships Revived in the Hearts of 
Many Guests—New England Punch and 
Sweet Wider Find Place on the Menw 
Card—Speeches, Toasts, and a Poem on 
the Program—The Kev. Dr. Noble on 
“The Puritan in Politics.” 

Maine’s sons and daughters revived the 
memories of the Pine Tree State with New 
England punch and sweet cider at the Auai- 
— last night. It was the annual banquet 
of the Society of the Sons and Daughters of 
the State of Maine. One hundred natives of 
the State, now living in this city and vicinty, 
were present. Old ties were renewed and 
thoughts were turned back to the mountains, 
streams, and forests of the old New England 
State. 

E. F. Getchell, President of the society, 
made the opening address and introduced 
Frank Hamlin as the toastmaster of ‘the even- 
ing. Mr. Hamlin called on the Rev. Dr. F. A. 
Noble to respond to the first toast, ** The 
Puritan in Polities.”” He said:

I congratulate myseif on being in a Chicago 
crowd that isn't talking about Chicago._ In all 
the public gatherings of late L have heard noth- 
ing but the greatness of Caleege. It is a good 
thing fér us to go back to the old home, and call 
to mind sources that have furnished the life 
blood of Chicago.

MI6S WILLARD BACK FROM ST. LOUIS. 


She Talks About the Fate of Suffrage and 
Prohibition at the Convention. 

Miss Frances E. Willard, President of the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, returned from St. Louis last evening, 
where she attended the convention of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and People’s party with a 
view of securing a coalition of the Alliance 
and People’s party with the Prohibition party. 

“We had good reason to expect such a 
coalition,’’ she said last evening, ‘* The 
Prohibitionists would have been willing 
to have met the People’s party half 
way. We expected the National Indus- 
trial Conference at St. Louis would 
adopt a platform containing a woman suf- 
frage plank and a provision for the suppression 
of the liquor traffic. Such prominent men as 
Gen. Weaver, Ignatius Donnelly, and others, 
who were at the Chicago conference, gave us 
this impression. We also knew that Col. 
Polk of the Farmers’ Alliance and General 
Master Workman Powderly were thorough 
temperance men, and I understood: they were 
willing that such planks should goin. I think 
Mr. Powderly and the Knights of Labor acted 
in ood faith in the convention and 
st up squareiy for the women until they 
saw that it was wiser to vote for suffrage as a 
separate resolution. Mr. Powderly told me 
he was not the author of the Colorado resolu- 
tion and that the use of his name in attempt- 
ing its withdrawal was unauthorized. I be- 
lieve that with less manipulation the suffrage 
resolution would have carried. Had the lead- 
ers been as strong in their speeches as théy 
were at Chicago the temperance plank would 
also have carried. The Prohibitionists who 
attended the conference did so in a personal 
capacity. 

‘The movement for a party union with the 
Prohibitionists had its inception in a conver- 
sation I had with Gen. Weaver last fall. He 
believed such a union to be most desirabie 
and also feasible. [am not yet without hope 
that such a union may take place in time for 
this campaign. At present, however, it would 
seem infil that any conference comunittee 
looking to a union will be appointed at the St. 
Louis National Prohibition convention,”

MORE ARRESTS ON ACCOUNT OF GARZA. 


The Mail-Carrier of the Revolutionists and 
Two of Garcia's Men in Custody. 
Larepo, Tex., Feb, 25.—[{Special.]—Deputy 
United States Marshal W. H. Van Riper ar- 
rived in Laredo tonight with three United 
States prisoners. One, named Tobias D. E. 
Los Santos, is charged with being a mail-car- 
rier and guide for Garza and will be exam- 
ined before the United States Commissioner 
here in a day or two as soon .as witnesses ar- 
rive who have been summoned to testify 
against him. He was arrested in Encinal 
County. The United States authorities claim 
to have a good case against him. | 
The cases of the other two prisoners are 
more interesting. A few days since Gen, 
Lorenzo Garcia of the Mexican army, who 
commands at Mier, sent word to Capt. T, H. 
Hardie of the American troops on this side of 
the river to capture one Bonifacio DeVilla, 
charged with being a revolutionist and a fol- 
lower of Garza. DeVilla was arrested and 
examined before Justice of the Peace Red- 
mond of Zapata County. Two men named 


1 Vidal Lajano and Jorge Perez came across 


the river to testify against DeVilla, and it is 
said that they were sent by*®Gen. Garcia. 
These witnesses stated they recognized De 
Villa at Villa Jagos with the revolutionists, 
and one said he knew De Villa seven and 
the other three years ago in Monterey. The 
defendant testified that he came to Guerirro 
eight years ago and that he had been in the 
State of Mexico for seven years, and witnesses 
corroborated his testimony. The prisoner 
also testified that he had never been away 
from the ranch at which he was arrested for 
but two months, when he was at Laredo about 
two years ago. He proved a complete alibi 
and was discharged, and in return made affi- 
davit against Perez and Sozana, who were 
brought to this city tonight as above men- 
tioned, 

It is said by business-men of this city that 
Capt. John G. Bourke and his command have 
been guilty of actions in the lower country 


_ within the last few weeks which are utterly un- 


worthy of gentlemen and are unauthorized by 
law, that they have searched ranches without 
warrant and violated the neutrality laws. 
Complaint may be made against them at 
Washington.

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INSURANCE RATES WILL BE ADVANCED. 


Bad Business of Last Year Causes the 
Union to-Make the Order. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Special.]— 
Members of the Insurance Union whose busi- 
ness interests lie in the Western States were 
up bright and early this morning and put in 


today with an interesting discussion of topics 


in which they are most interested. During 
the course of the debate it was announced that

owing to the immense fire losses last year, 


aggregating $140,000,000, it had been decid 

to increase rates of fire insurance by 20 and 25 
per cent in the leading cities of the West, such 
as Chicago, St. Louis,Cinc:nnati, and Indianap- 
olis. ‘rates will be left tg the Exccutive 
committee of the union and will into 
effect just as soon as they can be promulgated. 

Fire losses for the two months nearly ended 
of the present year have been at the rate of 
$177,000,000 for.a year, and some of the dele- 

tion tavored higher rates of insurance than 

already quoted. A compromise, how- 
ever, was finally agreed upon—the higher rate 
will very likely be adopted for all city 
erty insured. Reports from the various com-. 
panies showed that corporations doing busi- 
ness in the United States paid out 62 per cent 
of their premiums last year, and for the for- 
eign institutions of a similar character the 
output was upwards of 6344 per cent. Only 
ten fire insurance companies doing business 
west of Pennsylvania made any money at all 
last year, and in every ceenedh it was a bad 
season for the business of fire insurance.

It broke into stores and 
threw the goods into the street, singing the 
* Marseillaise.”” The police came upon the 
s2ene and charged the mob with the greatest 
brutality, wounding quite a number in the 
crowd and making prisoners of dozens. 

The whole political world is in a: ferment. 
The Deputies are at their wits’ end. The 
Socialists assert that the police are responsi- 
ble for the troubles, because they excited 
them. There isa feeling that the Emperor is 
in denger. 

The remarkable speech which the Em- 
peror of Germany yesterday delivered in Ber- 
lin has amazed the political and diplomatic 
world. A monarch who publicly announces 
that if his subjects do not like his ideas they 
had best emigrate is a novelty in the history 
of civilization. If the Emperor really favors 
emigration why does the German Government 


oppose it? 


The imperial speech sets one thinking of 
the persecutions of the Protestants by Louis 


ag - ~ XIV. Nothing could ‘be more startling than 
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the Emperor's way of referring to God in his 
address. His tone suggests that he imagines 
himself the equal of the Deity. I should not 
ike to force conclusions, but I cannot refrain 
reminding Tur Trisune of the anxiety 
xe Emperor’s doctors three months ago 
ed to the matter. It is impossivle, 
however, to attach deep importance to 
the speech, whish has not caused much 
alarm. To discuss suehan utterance serious- 
ly would be mere waste of tine. But as the 
Emperor seems convinced that God inspires 
all his actions it is, of course, on the cards 
that some day we may hear that God has put 
war into his head. Europe may yet be set 
aflame by this sad and disquieting imperial 
crank. | 
The fact that France is still without a min- 
istry, which at the first blush has a humorous 
aspect, shows that the country is in a worse 
muddle than we had imagined.

Puirape puta, Pa., Feb, 25.—Never since 
the conferring of the pallium upon Archbishop 
Ryan has there been such a gathering of 
church dignitaries and distinguished guests as 
was assembled in the Cathedral of St. Peter 
and St. Paul this morning to witness the con- 
secration of the Rt.-Rév..Ignatius Horstmann, 
Bishop-elect of Cleveland. Dr. Horstmann, 
in whose honor the ceremonies were held, had 
been for years the Chancellor of. the Arch- 
diocese of Philadelphia.

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ATTACHED INDIANA PIPING COMPANIES. | 


Lawyers Care for Their Wages and 
_ Seiver Is Appointed. 

Logansport, Ind., Feb, 25.+—{Special. ]— 
The property of the Columbus Construction 
company was a today .and the Indiana 
Natural Gas and Qil company placed in the 
hands of a receiver on the complaint of Win- 
field & Tabor, former attorneys for these com- 
panies in the big fights they have been having 
with the Indiana compamies in an effort to 
pipe gas to Chicago. By the action the court 
and the receiver, Quincy A. Myers, take posses- 
sion of all the property of what is familiarly 
known asthe Chicago Pipe Line company. 
The plaintiffs claim an indebtedness of 
$17.000 to them for legal _ services 
and expenses in seventeen suits, and 
allege that the Columbus company is a non- 
resident of the State and that the Indianh 
company is insolvent, is about to dispose of 
its property in Indiana with intent to defraud 
plaintiffs, and that 1t has no office in Indiana 
nor any one upon whom service can be made 
in an ordinary action. 

The action following close upon the transfer 
of stock in Chicago has caused comment, and 
it is likely that the true meaning of that trans- 
fer will be made public} in fact, it is stated 
by those who ought to ksow that 
the Chicago Pipe Lise company was an im- 
mense bluff at the Consolidated Indiana com- 
panies, which have been compeiled, to pur- 
chase the gas territory leased by the Chicago 
company at an immense protit to the pro- 
jectors of the scheme to pipe gas to Chicago, 
who make a neat sum out of the whole trans- 
action. 

Winfield & Tabor terminated their service 
with tne Chicago company Feb. 1 and set 
about to collect what they ciaimed, without 
success so far. Their action indicates a knowl- 
edge of an attempt to quit the field profitably 
by the Chicago company, and the recent trans- 
fer of stock confirms that theory.

THE INDIANAPOLIS STREET-CARS. 


The Daily Effort to Run Them Defeated by 
the Strikers. = 

InprAnAPouis, Ind., Feb, 25.—[Special.]— 
The street-car company continues to make its 
daily effort to run cars and to fail, on account 
of the refusal of the city authorities to dis- 
perse the crowds which gather at the barns 
and take possession of the cars when they are 
started out. This morning the crowd of idlers 
at the Louisiana street barn was much larger 
than on any previous morning, and promptly 
took possession of the single car that was 
started out. Police Superintendent Colbert was 
again appealed to, and again replied that he had 
nothing to say. The company forwarded its 
daily budget of information to the Mayor, re- 
citing. the attempt to run cars and the refusal 
of the Superintendent of Police to disperse the 
crowd. The company claims to have plenty 
of men to run cars whenever police protection 
is furnished. The plan of the company seems 
to be to pursue the present course until the 
city will furnish police protecnon. While the 
company and the strikers are inactive the busi- 
ness of the city is paralyzed, and the public is 
nearing the point where patience will not 
longer endure.

IT LEFT ONLY MUD. 


WHAT REMAINS OF THE ECONOMIC’S 
RECENT “ ACTIVITY.” 


Much of the Mire in the Streets Attribu- 
table to the Gas Company's Tearing Up 
of the Thoroughfares—Poor Repairing 
and Its Results—Annoyance and Dis- 
comfort Owing to the Condition of the 
Late Trdéhches— Big Bills That Owners 
of Business Blocks Have Paid, 


Much of the mud that covers some of the 
streets may be laid at the door of the Eco- 
nomic Gas and Fvfel company, But it would 
be hard work to carry it all uptothe ninth 
story of the Chamber of Commerce Building. 
If all of Yerkes’ cars were mud carts they 
could not in some time remove the mire the 
Economic trenches produce. But if the crea- 
tors of the company would only use half the 
wind they aroused to puff up their gas and 
fuel scheme they might dry up the mud before 
the sun shines again. 

The annoyance and discomfort the company 
caused by tearing up the streets sfill exist, but 
in adifferent and modified form. Most of 
the lines of the trenches its workmen dug to 
lay the pipes can yet be followed by the holes 
and uneven pavements, Some patches of 
pavement the company properly relaid, but 
they only mark the more distinctly the slip- 
shod and careless manner in which the rest of 
the repaving work was done. 

Wherever the trenches were dug there re- 
mains as alegacy of the Economic either a 
ridge or a depression. *The ridge first drains 
into the ditch, and when that becomes full it 
pours its contents over the street and into the 
holes caused by the sinking of the poorly-laid 
pavements. Along Dearborn street. from 
Adams to Polk this condition of things is 
seen, and on Dearborn and Clark streets also 
in the neighborhood of South Water. But 
ere long it will be worse on the streets 
torn up further south, for with the 
relaying of the pavements but slight pains 
were taken, and with the continuance of travel 
their condition will grow daily worse. It is 
difticult to keep streets clean that are full of 
ridges and ruts, and the men who clean the 
streets spend a good deal of their time clean- 
ing out holes that are the result of the Eco- 
nomiec’s economy in replacing the pavement. 

It 1s well for the city and for traffic that the 
Economic tore up only patches of the streets 
here and there. Here are the points where 
the mains are laid, which will serve as gn ob- 
ject lesson to the people: 

Dearborn street, from South Water to Polk. 

Clark street, from South Water to Adams, 

Twelfth street, from State to Fourth avenue, 

Fourth avenue, from Twelfth to Tayler. 

Harrison street, from Fourth to Fifth avenues. 

Fifth avenue, from Harrison to viaduct. 

Sixteenth street, from Dearborn to Armour av- 
enue. 

Armour avenue, from Sixteenth to Thirty-first. 

Eighteenth street, from Armour to Indiana av- 
enues, 

Nineteenth street, from Armour avenue to State.

Twenty-second street, from Dearborn to Wa- 
bash avenue. , 

Twenty-third street, from Armour avenue to 
South Park avenue. |

GAS BILLS THAT DECREASED, 


Experience of Some Owners of Business 
Blocks—Other Instances, | 


The experience of some of the owners of | 


business blocks in the matter of gas bills in- 
dicates a decided increase of profit to the 
trust, so far as they are concerned. For four 
buildings owned by Bryan Lathrop the gas 
bills were as follows: Caxton, November, 
1891, $18.50; December, 1891, $20; January, 
1892, $27.50. The Boylston, November, 1891, 
$11.25; December, 1891, $25; January, 1892, 
$21. Lowell, November, 1891. $8.50; Decem- 
ber, 1891, $10.75; January, 1892, $16.75. The 
Bay State, November, 1891, $31.50; Decem- 
ber, 1891, $43.50; January, 1892, $36. 

The conditions were the same during the 
three months mentionea in all these four 
buildings. That isto say, there was no rea- 
son observable why gas bills shoulda have been 
higher in December or Jannary than in No- 
vember, as November was an unusually dark 
month, when the demand on gas was heavy. 

The gas bills for some of the buildings 
owned by Leander J. McCormick were: Mc- 
Cormick Block, December, 1890, $16.60: 
December, 1891, $386.75; January, 1891, 

21; January, 1892, $34.50. Ceylon, 
December, 1890, $23; December, 1891, 
$33; January, 1891, $21.40; January, 
1892, $63.50. The Ely, December, 1890, $6.50; 
December, 1891, $28.35; January, 1891, $20.75; 
January, 1892, $31.25. 

Instances of big bills in private residences 
are not lacking. In R. Hall McCormick’s res- 
idence, No, 124 Rush street, the gas bill for 
December, 1890, was $17.85; in December, 
1891, $25.35; in J anuary, 1891, $15.25; in Jan- 
uary, 1892, $27. 

At the residence of Manager Gray of the 
First National Bank Building, No. 2807 Prairie 
avenue, the cost of gas has doubled since De- 
cem ber. 

M. J. Brady of the Law Department of the 
Illinois Central road was asked to pay a gas 
bill of $25 for His flat on Eilis avenue for Jan- 
uary. He went to the office, and as his cost of 
gas had risen ina month from $5 to $25, he 
objected. The company at once deducted $20 
from the bill.

Every one who 
whirled to the waltz music of He ad’s 
Orchestra realized that for the first time to 
the knowledge of man colored society was 
dancing at its own charity bail. And an emi- 
nently successful ball, too.

The bali was of unusual significance for 
still another reason. The proceeds derived 
from it will go toe the support of an institution 
which is the first of its kind ever founded in 
the United States. : 

The Provident Hospital relies for its sup- 
port mai:ly upon the coloured churches of Chi- 
cago, each of which annually assumes its por- 
tion of the expenses requisite for the institu- 
tion. A few wealthy white people charitably

HOW PERRY ROBBED THE CAR. 


The Express-Train Thief Describes the 
Method of His Work. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Feb. 25.—Oliver Curtis 
Perry, the trainerobber in jail at Lyons, has 
told the story of both robberies, Of the last 
one he said: 

‘Four days previous to the last job I was 
in Syracuse. The evening of the robbery I 
went to the theater, and about midnight I 
want down to the depot and waited for the 
train. I did not know Messenger McInerney. 
As the train was ready to pull out 1 got away 
up in the freight yard and jumped on a car as 
the train passed. I crawled over one car and 
went to the platform at the head end of Mc- 
Inerney’s car. e 

‘*I strapped my valise to the railing, took 
from it my mask, and tied it tight around my 
neck. I took out my rope ladder and attached 
the hook to the car on the opposite side. I 
strapped the big frontier revolver which I al- 
ways carry through my cartridge belt. The 
revolvers I put in my overcoat within eusy 
reach in case a dropped the big one. I put 
my hands on the roof and swung to 
the car and attached the hook on the 
roof and peeked over the edge to see if the 
messenger had taken alarm. He was all right 
and Iswung iown my rope saddle over the 
edge. I tried to hold to the edge of the roof, 
but the train was gomg fifty miles an hour 
and the wind was so strongI was blown away 
from the car several times, and once I nar- 
rowly misssed striking a bridge. I wore kid 
gloves and my hands became so numbed with 
the cold that when Idrew my big revolver I 
found I could not cock the trigger. . I rubbed 
my hands for a while untilI got up the cir- 
cufation of the blood. 

** When I got inside the car I leveled my gun 
at McInerney, and, as I did so, he _ raised his 
revolver. He ducked his head as I fired, and 
the ball grazed his forehead. He dropped his 
revolver and rushed for the bell-cord. When 
he had pulled the cord twice and while at- 
tempting to pull it athird time lI fired and 
shot him in the arm. He stepped over to 
where his gun lay on the floor, and, as he 
reached for it, I fired again, the ball. striking 
him somewhere in the leg. I gathered up 
some loose 'waybills and papers, and, putting 
them in a pile, lighted them. s the 
papers biazed up and I looked around I could 
not see the messenger anywhere. On the 
floor lay his revolver half cocked, He had not 
fired a shot. I climbed over the express mat- 
ter and found the messenger hiding near the 
end of the car. The moment I sighted him I 
commanded him to light the lamp. ‘ Yes,’ he 
said, ‘1’1l do anything you say if you will not 
kill ~ ‘ 

‘He said he was a poor boy and thought a 
good deal of his position and had tied to do 
his duty. I told him I had no intention of 
killing him ; that he should have done as I told 
him. Then he lighted the lamp, and I told 
him to shut the door. He. groaning, 
and I asked him if I had hurt himYbadly, “He 
said: * Not bad, but for God’s sak n’t shoot 
again. I'll do anything you ask,’ ”

NEBRASKA DOCTORS OBJECT. 


Because the Insane Asylum’s New Super- 
intendent Is Not a Regular. 

Lincoty, Neb,, Feb. 25.—({ Special. |—The 
Nebraska doctors are greatly exercised because 
Gov. Boyd has appointed Dr. Manning of this 
city to be Superintendent of the Insane Hos- 
pital, after having removed Dr. Knapp. The 
trouble about 1t all is that Dr. Mannjng ig not 
recognized asa “regular’’ by the State Board 
of Health, The facts are, briefly, that when 
the new law creating the Board of Health went 
into effect Dr. Manning, together with all 


other practicing physicians of this 
State, made application for a cer- 
tificate.

CANADA MUST GIVE COPYRIGHTS. 


Secretary Blaine Shows Lord Salisbury 
Where He Must Act. 

Orrawa, Ont., Feb, 25.—The Secretary of 
State for Colonies, Lord Knutsford, has rans- 
mitted to the GoVernor-General a dispatch 
received by Lord Salisbury from Secretary 
Blaine protesting against the refusal of the 
Canadian Government to grant copyrights to 
American citizens. Mr. Blaine says that the 
refusal of the Canadian Government, if sus- 
tained, will constitute a breavh on the part of 
Great Britain, and he proves it in this way: 

After the passage of the act Mr. Blaine 
transmitted it to Lot Salisbury, requesting 
an opinion as to whether Great Britain came 
within the conditions, and received the follow- 
ing: 

Her Majesty’s government are advised that 
under the existing law an alien by first publica- 
tion in any part of her Majesty's dominion can 
obtain the benefit of contemporaneous publica- 
taon in a foreign country, and the law of copy- 
right in forcein all British possessions permits 
to Americans benefit of copyright on a sub 
stantial basis as British subjects. 

Mr. Blaine points out that application by 
Americans for Canadian copyright has been 
refused by the advice of the Canadian Min- 
ister of Justice in direct violation of ‘Lord 
Salisbury’s pledge upon which the President 
issued his proclamation. Mr. Blaine requests 
Lord Salisbury to ask Canada to confurm to 
the pledge in her behalf by the British Prime 
Minister.

RAILROAD MANAGERS THWARTED 
_ BY THE ASSOCIATIONS, 


An Agreement with Kansas Railroad Com. 
missioners Cannot Be Carried Out Un- 
less Sanctioned by Chairman Midgley— 
-District Attorney Miilchrist Thinks the 
Government Has a Good Case in the 
Kansas Trust Suit—Another Fast Train 
on the Aliton—Other Railway News, 


The General Managers of the roads inter- 
ested in Kansas business have just made the 
discovery that arrangemients made by them 
as regards freight rates will not hold good 
unless sanctioned by the various railroad asso- 
ciations of which they are members. A short 
time ago the Kansas Railroad Commission- 
ers issued an order that commencing Feb. 15, 
1892, they mast put in effect reduced rates on 
fifth-class freight, including sugar, canned 
goods, coffee, and other low-class articles, to 
Wichita, Hutchinson, Salina, and all other 
important points in Kansas. The adoption of 
this tariff would have carried with it a cor- 
responding reduction in other classes of 
freight, and for this reason the railroads used 
every effort to prevent the Kansas Commis- 
sioners from enforcing the order. About a 
week ago the General Managers of the inter- 
ested roads held a conference with the Kansas 
Railroad Commissioners regarding the mat- 
ter, which resulted in an agreement whereby 
the railroads, instead of adopting the rates 
ordered by the Commissioners, were to put in 
effect the following arbitraries on the arti- 
cles named below, above the rates from Chi- 
cago to Kansas City, on traffic originating at 
Chicago or east thereof:

The General Managers congratulated them- 
selvesupon having been able to settie the 
trouble so easily, and instructed their traffic 
officials to put the new rates into effect. 
Before this could be dune, however, the dis- 
covery was made that, under the ugreement 
of the Western Freight and Trans-Missouri 
Associations, the new rates could not be put 
into effect unless sanctioned by all the roads 
in those associations. A vote upon the propo- 
sition has been ordered, but it is stated that 
there are enough roads in the Western Freight 
Association opposed to the new Kansas rates 
to defeat the arrangements between the rail- 
road managers and the Kansas Commissioners. 

All the roads terminating at the Missouri 
River which have no lines in Kansas are said 
to be against the reduction on the ground that 
the jobbers at Missouri River points, and 
points east of the Missouri, think their in- 
terests will seriously suffer by the reduction 
in through rates on the articles named to 
the péints in Kansas, Unless some arrange- 
ment can be made whereby the Kansas roads 
will be enabied to keep their agreement with 
the Kansas Railway Commissioners, the latter 
are soon ‘to order a general reduction in 
Kansas rates. : 


WAR ON RAILROAD ASSOCIATIONS. 


District Attorney Milchrist Thinks the Gov- 
ernment Has a Good Case, 

The case begun in the United States 
Court in Kansas against the J'rans- 
Missouri Traffle Association, on the charge 
that it is a combination in restraint of trade 


Anti-Trust law, has led to inquiries in this dis- 
trict regarding similar combinations here. 

United States District Attorney Milchrist 
is watching with interest the developements of 
the case in Kansas, and, if the case is won for 
the Government in Kansas, it is not improba- 
ble that proceedings will be begun here against 
the Central Traffic, Western Traffic, Western 
Freight, and Western Passenger Associations. 
Mr. Milchrist is not inclined to discuss at any 
length the associations mentioned, but he 
said yesterday that as yet no complaint had 
been filed against them. 

** It isn’t my business,” he said, “to play 
detective and hunt up evidence against these 
railroad combinations. But any complaint 
made to me will receive thanodek attention. 
No doubt these combinations do some good in 
preventing wholesale rate-cutting ana prevent 
the roads from siashing rates until they get to 
a point where a passenger can travel 1,000 
niles for 50 cents. That, of course, isn’t 
legitimate railroading; but omgthe other hand 
itis a question whether these combinations 
are not organized in restraint of trade.: I 
think the government has a splendid case 
against the roads in Kansas, and I believe it 
will win. Ifso there may be some prosecu- 
tions against similar associations here.’’ 


REDUCING THE TIME TO SI, LOUIS, 


Limited Train Between the Two Cities Put 
on by the Alton. 

In response to the growth of traffic and the 
many calls for an improvement in the through 
service by day between Chicago and St. Louis, 
the Chicago and Alton railroad company will 
place in service, on or about March 20 next, a 
new fast train which will be known as the St. 
Louis limited. It wili leave Chicago daily at 
about 12 noon, and will arrive in St. Louis at 
8:30 p.m. the same evening, thus reducing 
the time between Chicago and St. Louis to 
eight hours and a half. The management has 
spared nothing in the construction of the 
equipment for the St. Louis limited to make 
it the safest, most complete, and luxurious 
train in the West. 

No extra fare will be charged on this new 
limited train. The St. Louis limited will be 
made up as follows: A combination baggage, 
buffet, and smoking car, a new standard pas- 
senger coach, a new palace reclini 
car (in which seats will -be free of extra 
charge), and a magnificent Pullman parlor 
car, containing an open drawing-room, li- 
brary, and bay windows. These cars will be 
vestibuled, are fitted with Blackstone safety 
car-coupler, and mounted upon standard six- 
wheel trucks, all of which conspire to reduce 
the unsteady ana swinging motion of the 
train to a minimum when ahigh rate of speed 
is maintained. 

The culinary arrangements of this train will 
be especially good. No stops will be made 
for meals, a buffet train lunch being served 
continuously between Chicago and St. Louis. 
This entire service is under the immediate 


of Dining-cars, which means to the traveler in- 
telligently prepared meals served at reason- 
abie prices. Aside from any other feature, 
however, the fast time sehedule made by the 
St. Louis limited will be most appreciated by 
the traveling public.

EXPOSITION BOARD. 


A Model Hospital to Be Shown in the 
Woman's Building—Several Appropria-

Palmer has allotted three rooms, and the 

State board appropriated yesterday $6,000 for 

the proper maintenance and conduct of the 

hospital. .

Commenting on this and the statistics that 
follow it, the Standard says in substance: 
The description of its present condition and 
respects which reaclfed the Foreign Office yes- 
‘rday from the British Consul is aitmost enough 
to appai One, so vast are the figures with which 
he deals, so presumptuous seem the plans which 
the Commissioners are coolly preparing to carry 
out.

AUSTRALIANS SHOW MUCH INTEREST, 
Preparations for Making an Extraordinary 
Exhibit at the World's Fair. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 25.—([Special..|— 
Col. Alexander Campbell, World’s Fair Com- 
missioner to Australia and New Zealand, fresh 
from a tour of the world, as he expresses it, 
‘*scattering Chicago Exposition literature,” 
was at the capital today. He talked in the 
most enthusiastic manrer of the reception 
everywhere accorded him. Particularly was 
he impressed with the interest taken by Aus- 
tralians in the Exposition, exceeding in many 
instances that of the States in this country. 
From the various colonies of Australasia there 
is the same glowing description and appro- 
priations have already been made by most of 
them. New South Wales has, for a beginning, 
set aside $150,000, New Zealand $27,500, and 
Tasmania $10,000, 

All of the colonies will be represented and 
on the most liberal scale, another feature be- 
ing the enterprise shown by the Union Steam- 
ship company of New Zealand. ‘This corpo- 
ration is negotiating now for three new steain- 
ers to ply between Sydney and San Francisco, 
thus doubling the service, making trips fort- 
nightly instead of monthly, as at present. 
Western Australia will be represented by min- 
erals and Jarrar wood, the latter almost inde- 
structible, and used largely for the construc- 
tion of street pavements.

FE WANTS A NEW LAW. 


B. F. MARSH OF HANCOCK TALKS OF 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 
° 


In His Opinion the Present Act Should Be 
Repealed and a _ Substitute Passed— 
Meeting of Republican Town Commit- 
tees—Springer's Declaration for Hiil 
Creates No Sensation Among the Demo- 
crate—An Ohio Politician Declares for 
Cleveland and Campbell. 


Benjamin F. Marshof Hancock County, 
who is a candidate for the Republican Guber- 
natorial nomination, has been in the city sev- 
eral days looking over the situation in Cook 
County. The Colonel represented the Elev- 
enth District in Congress several terms and 
has been an active Republican since he was a 
boy. He says he is not going into a scramble 
tosecure the nomination and is willing to 
leave his case in the hands of the people who 
will speak through their representatives—the 
delegates to the convention. 

‘** I notice,” said Mr. Marsh yesterday, “ that 
there is some discussion in reference to the 
present law relating to compulsory education.

Now, I took wy stand as to this 
law two years ago. I was a delegate to the 
State convention and a member of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions.

I never argued a question so 
earnestly in my life, I was personally inter- 
ested, as ] had seen the operations of the law. 
There was a parochial school in Hancock 
County. It was located near the line dividing 
Hancock County and Adams County. Its 
patrons resided in two counties and eight 
townships. <A fight was made on the school 
by the school directors of the township in 
which it was lucated, and they succeeded in 
closing it up. 

** Now I am in favor of a repeal of this law. 
I am not opposed to a compulsory education 
law, and think that one should be passed after 
the present law is repealed, but I do not be- 
lieve that such a law should require that En- 
glish should be taught in a private cr paro- 
chial schoo]. _So far as my observation goes 
there has been no disposition to prevent chil- 
dren from learning English. The fact is it 
could not be prevented, as the children would 
learn it anyway. 1 believe a parent who 
sends his child to a_ private’ school 
has a right to say what he shall be taught. 
The German Lutherans are conscientious 
about this matter. They believe there should 
be a compulsory education law and willingly 
‘support the public schools, but they maintain 
they have the right to teach their children as 
they see fit. They give religious and secalar 
instruction togetner up to a time the child is 
acertain age. This is their belief and 1 do 
not believe any officer of the State has a right 
to interfere.”’ 

Mr. Marsh, in referring to other matters 
discussed by the Committee on Resolutions of 
the last, State convention, said there was one 
to the effect that ex-Gov. Oglesby be normni- 
nated for United States Senator. He said it 
was his opinion if this had been reported 
and adopted and Gen. Oglesby had been nom- 
nated there would have been two Republrean 
United States Senators representing Illinois 
now instead of one.

HE RECOMMENDS THENEW YORK LAW 


Senator Mark Bassett Gives His Views Upon 
the State Funds’ Interest Question. 

State Senator Mark Bassett was in the city 
yesterday and defined hig position on the in- 
terest question as follows: 

“In arecent interview with a Chicago re- 
porter with reference to the State’s money Mr. 
Tanner is reported as saying that he could 
not pledge himself to become liable to fine 
and imprisonment: for violating the plain 
statutes bearing on the subject.

If there 
is no law clearly authorizing the funds in the 
treasury to be used for the benefit of the 
State, | would suggest thata law similar to 
the statute of New York be passed. There 
the State desiguates banks for the funds to be 
deposited in, and the Treasurer, with the Con- 
troller, deposits*in the bank which in their 
opinion is secure, that will pay the highest 
rate of interest, which is credited to the State. 
This law has been in foree for many years and 
works well. Such a measure could be intro- 
duced and passed in thirty days after the con- 
vening of the next session of the Legislature.”

AT FIFTY MILES AN HOUR, 


It Took Nerve to Commit Burglary at This 
Pace—Just How It Was Done. 

The Division Superintendent of the Buffalo 
division of the New York Central railroad 
sent the report of the robbery and the capture 
of Perry to the officials at the Grand Central 
yesterday morning. These were not made 
publie for some reason, probably because the 
company preferred to have the story come 
from the express company. An official, how- 
ever, explained how Perry gotinto the express- 
car and told something about the train. The 
train consisted of eight cars, seven of which 
were express-cars, and six of these were 
locked and sealed before they left the Grand 
Central Station here. ‘The six contained ordi- 
nary express matter. a good deal of it bulky

and not extraordinarily valuable. These six 
cars were immediately bchind the engine. 
The seventh car was the money car, which 
was locked, but was not sealed. This money 
car was an ordinary express car with a door 
on each side and one at each end. In the end 
door there were no windows, and when ‘he 
messenger was inside he slipped a great 
wood and iron bolt that made it impossible 
for any one to get into the car unless both 
the upper afd lower parts of the door were 
splintered. 

The side doors were locked with a chain and 
catch, such as are used 
on the inside of house 
aoors, only the chain 
was heavy, and the 
catch and slot in which 
it slipped were of heavy ° 
iron. There were 
glazed windows 1n each 
of the side doors. 
Besides these windows 
there were four small 
windows on each siae 
of the car. There were 
no partitions in the

An ordinary two-inch hook with ten or 
twelve feet of rope was what Perry used. He 
hooked onto the eave on one side of the car 
and then slung his rope over the roof and 
down by the door on the other side, and clam- 
bered down, finding a two-ivch ledge just out- 


he smashed in the window, reached through 
the hole he made, and slipped the fastening. 
The train was going forty miles an hour at 
least and perhaps fifty miles an hour. It 
would be an extremely perilous undertaking 
fora man even to stand or sit on the top of 
the car while the train was going at that 
speed. There was nothing to hold on to. To 
fasten a rope to one edge ana swing clear 
with no support took nerve. The wiad must 
have blown the man about so that it was next 
to impossible to get his toes solid on the ledge. 
The slightest mishap might have thrown 
Perry to the ground and killed him. 

The railroad officials — not express any 

inion at to whether the express messenger 
haa done his duty. They did say that they 
thought if he nad time to pull the brake cord 
he also had time to shoot. The train was 
going at such a rate, they said, that it would 
not be likely that ve could ae heard the 

bber smashing the glass window. 
Baers smabuttedity got on the train at Syra- 
cuse, the officer said. That was the last stop 
before Lyons. It was at Weedsport, four 
stations above Lyons, that the man was first 
seen. They think he got on the train between 
the sixth and seventh cars on the side away 
from the station platform, so that the train- 
men did not see him, and perhaps it was after 
the train started.

The express messenger’s wit in pulling the 
brake rope and the intelligence of Conductor 
Laas in realizing that something was the mat- 
ter prevented the carrying out of his plan. 
He might even have stopped the frain after 
he was discovered, but that would have been 
extremely dangerous, for the train men were 
expecting him to do just that and were pre- 
paring to overpower him. The officials ex- 
pressed considerable admiration for Con- 
ductor Laas’ conduct in the matter. 


A Comfort to the Expressmen. 


Assistant General Manager Julien of the 
American Express company “was happy be- 
cause the man had been caught, and expressed 
the opinion that “we have not been within 
miles of him at any time since the Utica rob- 
bery. He was the best hunted man in’ Amer- 
ica,’ said Mrv Julien. *“‘No man was ever 
more thoroughly searched for. Thousands of 
dollars were spent in looking for him—more

than he stole, Of course, it was only a ques- 
tion of time when he would be caught, but 
it’s a big comfort to think that the hunt is 
over. He didn’t get a cent this time. The 
official details of the affair will not be re- 
ceived here until tomorrow morning. I can’t 
make any estimate of the amount of money 
or valuables there was in the ecar.’’ Mr. Ju- 
lien seemed to think that Perry had not been 
outside of New York State or more than ten 
miles from the railroad at any time siace t!ie 
Utica robbery. 

How Money Is Carried and Protected. 

Money and valuables sent by the American 
Express company are packed in iron trunks 
or safes and are put in ascparate car. This 
car is guarded usually by two men who are 
armed. Befvre the Utica robbery the messen- 
gers were careless about their arms and left 
them lying about thecar. Atterthe Utica 
affair an order was issued that the men should 
wear their revolvers strapped about their 
wrists. McInerney had his weapon handy, but 
he did not use it. It was his duty the instant 
he saw Perry and divined his intention to 
shoot him. Employés of the company said 
yesterday that there was nearly $500,000 in 
cash in the six trunks in the car, besides sev- 
eral thousand dollars more in jewelry. 


CLAUDE DUVAL MODERNIZED. 


This Girl- Voiced Fearless Highwayman Has 
Been in Four Prisons. 

Supt. Bangs of the New York branch of 
Pinkerton’s Detective Agency says that Oliver 
Curtis Perry is the wickedest and nerviest 
man that ever stood in two boots; that he 
absolutely does not know what fearis. Yet 
he is polite and effeminate in manner, and is 
nervous and uneasy in behavior. His coun- 
terpart, according to men who know all about 
criminals, is not to. be found among the crim- 
inal classes in the United States. 

He is 26 years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 inches in 
height, of slight build, weighing about 130 
pounds, has dark brown hair, wore until 
recently a small sandy mustache, has brown 
eyes, a high, white forehead, with wrinkles be- 
tween the eyes that give his face a troubled 
and thoughtful expression; thin lips, a rather 
long nose, slim white hands, with knuckles 
enlarged by hard work. He bas a scar about 
three inches long on the upper part of his fore- 
head, which is noticeable when his hat is off. 
He also has scars on tke left arm and above 
the right nipple. He has a girlish voice. He 
dresses in dark clothes, invariabiy wears 
gloves, and is noticeably particular about 
keeping his hands clean. 

This is the description of the train-robber 
that was sent out by the Pinkertons after he 
had successfully held up the express at Utica 
last September. 


Four Times in Prison, 


Perry was born at Amsterdam, N. Y., and 
got into jail when he was 14 yearsold. He 
still lived in Amsterdam, and: he committed a 
burglary there. He was sent to the reforma- 
tory fcr it. He lied and stole and fought in 
the reformatory until the officials decided that 
he was incorrigible, and then he was sent to 
the penitentiary at Rochester for aterm. He 
was the very worst man that was ever con- 
fined in that penitentiary. He always hada 
scheme on foot for escaping. He never would 
do any work. He was always ugiy to the 
keepers, and a good deal of the time he spent 
in dark cells and undergoing. other modes of 
punishment that all proved ineffective. 

When he was released he started West, land- 
ing finally in Minnesota. He had an uncle out 
there who kept astore, and the young man 
had been in town but a few ‘weeks when he 
broke into the store and stole everything he 
could lay bis hands on. He stole more than he 
could get away with, and he was caught. He 
was convicted and sentenced to the State 
prison at Stillwater for three years. 

While in that prison he was forced to learn 
the shoemaker’s trade. His reputation as a 
prisoner was as bad in Minnesota as it was in 
Rochester. 

Out of pri3zon again he continued his jour- 
ney West. He became a cowboy and punched

cattle for a while. In some sort of a fight he 
got into he was shot in the wrist. His wound 
enabled him to claim admission to the alms- 
house at Niles City, Mont., where he applied 
to have it dressed. He had been in the alms- 
house only a few months when he got into a 
row with another inmate, and picking up a 
stone wanamaker smashed it over the man’s 
head. The man died the nextday. Perry 
was arrested for the murder and was tried, 
but was acquitted. 

Until last Sunday he had not been arrested 
again, so far as is known, but it wasn’t be- 
cause he desisted from crime. The Pinkerton 
circular says: <i : 

“He professes religion and will try to im- 
pose on ministers and class leaders of 
churches, particularly Presbyterian,” 
instructs agents to whom it was sent to in-

He spent a good deal of the time in the South 
and Southwest.

Central as brakeman. He filled several other 
piaces from time to time. He was once brake- 
man on the express train. He carried his 
hypocrisy into the railrdgad business, and he 
once wrote to the railroad officials that it hurt 
his conscience to work én Sunday. He got his 
Sundays off in that way.

The robbery at Utica happened early on the 
morning of Sept. 30 last. It was the same 
train (No. 31) and the same car that he at- 
tempted to rob on Sunday morning last. B. 
A. Moore was the agent in charge of the car in 
September. Frequently train No. 31 carries 
from $500,000 to $600,000 in cash and securi- 
ties from New York tothe West. Curiously 
enough, the night of the Utica robbery there 
had been aslip in New York and the money 
didn’t go aboard. There was less than $20,000 
on the car, not including, however, a consider 
able amount of jewelry. 

It isn’t known where Perry boarded the 
train that night. He got in by sawing a piece 
froin,the upper panel of the front door. The 
piece cut out was fifteen inches wide and 
seventeen inches long, It contamed eight 
gimnlet holes,- When the piece was nearly 
sawed out he pushed it into the car and 
then reached in and pulled aie small 
box through the opening, upon 
which he stood to effect his entrance. The 
car was the last one on the train, and had two 
partit:ons across it. Movre was at work 1n 
the center compartment. Perry fired a shot 
to intimidate him, and after securing the 
packages he desired backed to the door, keep- 
ing Moore covered with his revolver. When 
on the platform he reached down and cut the 
rubber hose connecting the air-brake coupling, 
thus setting the brakes on the entire train. 
When the train slacked up enough to permit 
him to jump he did so and disappeared. The 
stopping of the train alarmed the train hands, 
and Moore called out to them that he had 
been held upkand robbed. He was not under- 
stood &t tirst, and the trainmen supposed they 
had been flagged, and began looking about 
for the causa. Moore was greatly frightened, 
but finally made the men understand the situ- 
ation. 

Moore’s account of Perry’s coolness on the 
occasion is as follows: 

‘** All at once, while at work assorting pack- 
ages as usual near Utica, I heard a pistol] shot 
right in my ears. I jumped up, and right be- 
fore me stood a masked burglar with the muz- 
zie of his revolver in my face. He had se- 
cured an entrance into the car by boring and 
sawing a hole through the front end. I did 
not bear him because of the rumbiing of the 
train. It was acomplete surprise and | was 
dumfounded. He assorted some of the pack- 
ages right before my eyes, holding, his. re- 
volver in one hand and doing the work with 
the other. He seemed ina hurry, and soon 
jumped up, pulled the air-brake cord, jumped’* 
from the train, and was lost in the darkness 
quicker than it takes to tell it.” 

Moore at one time asserted that there were 
two of the robbers, and explained his own in- 
activity by saying that one of the men kept 
him covered with a revolver through a hole in 
the car. 

Perry got by this robbery $5,000 cash and a 
lot of jewelry. The American Express compa- 
ny offered a reward of $500for information 
leading to his arrest and $500 more for his ar- 
rest. Moore had not recognized the robber 
as Perry. The detechives traced the crime 
home to the man, but they couldn’t trace the 
man. It was said yesterday that Perry had, 
since the robbery, traveled all over the coun-

time. He was seen about hotels, railroad de- 
pots, saloons, gambling houses, railroad yards, 
and Y. M. C. A. rooms in New Mexico, Texas, 
Montana, Arizona, and Canada, but was never 
recognized, and it wasn’t known,/that he had 
been thcre until he had gone. e“travéled as 
a tramp sometimes and beat his way on rail- 
road trains. 

As an ex-convict Perry is liable, upon a 
conviction for robbery in the first degree, to 
forty years’ imprisonment, which term, un- 
less he changes his ways, is not likely to be 
shortened for good behavior. 


NOT WORKING ON THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


Everything Is Hanging Fire Awaiting the 
Determination of Condemnation Suits. 
Contrary to the published report nothing is 

being done either in the way of surveys or ex- 
cavations on the Hennepin Canal. It was 
stated at the office of Capt. W. L. Marshall of 
the Corps of United States’ Engineers yester- 
day that nothing had been done since the re- 
port of the work for 1891 was published, ex- 
vept a hasty examination of the feeders of the 
canal and the excavation of a test pit to de- 
termine if the rock beneath would be good 
for concrete purposes. 
Everything is hanging fire awaiting the de- 
termination of the condemnation suits over 
the land contiguous to the canal site. The 
suits, it is reported, are in a fair way to be 
settled soon, but until the legal proceedings 
are fully settled no step will be taken toward 
continuing the work. Withsome of the prép- 
erty-owners an agreement has practically been 
made. One important piece of land, how- 
ever, has not yet been secured, that at the 
crossing of the Rock Island and Peoria rail- 
road, and the uncertainty of the litigation 
was declared at Capt. Marshall’s office to be 
such as to make the time for the resumption 
of active operations a mere matter of con- 
jecture. Notime will be lost, though, when 
once the way is clear. 


MAY MAKE CHICAGO ITS HEADQUARTERS. 


Agents of the United States Glass Company 
Are Discussing the Proposition. 
Five representatives of the glass trust, com- 
monly known as the United States Glass com- 
pany, are at the Sherman House, where they 
have on exhibition 6,000 articies of glassware, 
sam pies of the trust’s manufacture. 
The men—Marion Bryce, Walter Lindsay, 
H. G. Bunert, P. E. Brady, and A. W. Boggs— 
will probably make Chicago their headquar- 
ters for the supply of the Western trade. The 
trust comprises sixteen of the largest concerns 
in the country, located in the Eastern and 
Central States. It employs 10,000 people and 
has a capacity of 5,000 barrels of giassware a 
day, comprising 30,000 different articles. The 
representatives here object to having the great 
corporation called a trust, but say it is a mere 
‘‘combination’”’ for the benefit not less of the 
consumers than of the manutacturers, 
The United States Glass coinpany dates 
from last July, when thirteen concerns com- 
bined. Three others were subsequently ad- 
mitted. It is reported that the eight or nine 
factories not in the trust are, how organizing a 
similar combination.

THEY STEAL LUMBER. 


CANADIANS WHO ROB MINNESOTA 
PINE FORESTS. 


A Patrol Will Be Established to Arrest 
Any One Found Upon the American 
Side Attempting to Get Away with 
Logs—Senators Hale and Vest on the 
Reciprocity Feature — The House In- 
dulges in Some*Hot Partisan Speeches 
Over a Contested Election Case. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Special. |— 
The Interior Department will appeal to Con- 
gress for means to stop the Canadians along 
the Minnesota border from stealing luzaber 
which belongs to the United States. The sub- 
ject is an old one. Commissicners sent out 
to investigate have reported that the depreda- 
tions areextensive. Special agents have made 
similar reports. Now Land Commissioner 
Carter will ask Congress to furnish the means 
for establishing an effective patrol, and Secre- 
tary Noble indorses his request. 

It is believed that at a comparatively trifling 
cost a patrol can be established along the bor- 
‘ler. Several months ago stories werebrought 
to Land Commissioner Carter relative to the 
wholesale plunder by Canadians of the pine 
forests in Minnesuta along the frontier. He 
at once ordered an investigation to be made 
of the truth of: these statements, and tne facts 
elicited have been incorporated in a report 
which will shortly be sent to Congress. 

It was learned that millions of feet of val- 
uabie pine timber had been cut on American 
soil and then floated in the creeks to Rainey 
River and Rainey Lake, these bodies of water 
forming a portion of the northern boundary 
of Minnesota, and in this way to the Canadian 
side, where mills are in operation engaged in 
the manufacture of lumber. In some in- 
stances Americans have been procured, it is 
said, to make entries of valuable tracts with 
a view to giving the subsequent cutting of the 
timber a show of legality. 

These depredations have been going on for 
several years, and, while the ferests. have al- 
ready sustained great damage, yet if the 
measures suggested in this report are adopted 
by Congress itis likely that the Canadians 
will be obliged in the future to get their logs 
from other sources than American territory. 


VEST’S ATTACK ON RECIPROCITY. 


Senator Hale Defends the Policy of the Re- 
publican Party as Beneficial, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 25,—In the absence 
of Vice-Prdédsident Morton today’s session of 
the Senate was presided over by Mr. Mander- 
son, President of the Senate protem. The 
report on the rainfall experiments called for 
by Mr. Sherman’s resolution yesterday was 
presented and referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture. | 

Mr. Claggett, contestant for Mr. Dubois’ 
seat, was given the right to occupy a seat in 
the Senate during the discussion and fo speak 
to the merits of his right not to exceed two 
hours. 

Mr. Hale’s resolution calling on the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for copies of reciprocity 
agreements under the last tariff act was taken 
up and Mr. Vest moved the following amend- 
ment: 

And that the Secretary of State alsoinform the 
Senate whether any steps have been taken by our 
authorities to negotiate a reciprocal commercial 
treaty with Mexico, and, if so, what has been 
done and with what results. Also that the Sec- 
retary inform the Senate—if negotiations have 
been inaugurated for the purpose aforesaid and 
have been unsuccessful—what has been the cause 
of failure. 

Mr. Vest addressed the Senate in reply. to 
Mr. Hale’s speech on the resolution. He 
agreed with Mr, Hale that the discussion of 
the question would become the leading issue 
in the approaching national canvass. The 
Democratic party had been represented by 
Mr. Hale as being opposed to a policy of 
reciprocity. Mr. Vest denied that assertion 
and declared that the Democratic party was 
only opposed to sham reciprocity. South 
America furnished no market for the agri- 
cultural products of the United States. Every 
man qualitied to vote knew that the market 
for American agricultural products was in 
Great Britain, not in South America. Genuine 
reciprocity was free trade. 

Mr. Hale read a newspaper paragraph show- 
ing the increased imports into Cuba Amer- 
ican flour since the reciprocity arr@igement 
went into effect, and said that the. flour of old 
Spain had been driven out of the market. In 
leaving the subject he could say that time 
would tell more fully as to whether the Sena- 
tor from Missouri or he were right as to the 
beneficient effects of reciprocity. Reciprocity 
had been made the Republican policy. Sena- 
tors had not heard the last of it. It would go 
before the American people in the next cam- 
paign. Thero is not a miner or a laborer or a 
farmer or a shipper who was not interested in 
reciprocity and in its success and who was not 
hoping and praying for its success. That was 
the attitude of the Republican party. 

The tariff discussion closed with no action 
on Mr. Hale’s resolution or Mr, Vest’s amend- 
inent, but with the intimation that several 
other Senators wished to take part in the dis- 
cussion, notatly Mr. Allison and Mr. Voor- 
hees. 

The Idaho election case was then taken up, 
and Mr. Vance argued in support of the views 
of the minority to edmit Mr. Claggett. With- 
out action on the case the Senate adjourned. 


BROWN DENOUNCES REPUBLICANS. 


The House Permits a Hot Partisan Discus- 
sion on an Election Cage, 
Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 25.—The House, of 
Representatives was in the throes of political 
dissension for five hours today and partisan 
feeling reached a fever heat when Jason Brown 
of Indiana denounced Senator Quay, Post- 
master General Wanamaker_and W. W. Dud- 
ley for their efforts in carrying the election of 
1888 for the present occupant of the White 
House. The Craig-Stewart election was the 
subject under discussion. The majority 
of the committee tind in favor of the 


contestant Craig and the minority hold that 


the sitting member, Stewart, Republican, is 


entitled to retain bis seat. 


Representative Brown of Indiana led the 


debate in behalf of the contestant Craig, and 


was particularly severe in his indictment of 
leading Republican politicians, ~“ He described 
the campaign as one of boodle, and spent most 


of histime with references to the Indiana 
election, and when Republican points of order 
were overruled he took up the Dudley case 
and charged Judge Woods with violation of his 
oath of ortice. 


The defense of Mr. Dudiey and the other 


leaders of the Republican party was made by 
Mr. Johnson of Indiana, who was the leading 
speaker for the contestee. He said that he 
would not descend to petty political discussion, 
although the temptation held out tohim by 
his colleague’s mind was very inviting.

WOES OF THE JEWS. 


VIEWS ON THE IMMIGRATION COM- 
MISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Their Story of Russian Persecutions bunt the 
Reflection of Tales Told by Refugees 
Arriving in Chicago Weekly—Recitals 
of Misery and Suffering Told by Exiled 
Jews Who Are by No Means Ordinary 
Immigrants—Hope for a Cessation of Ty- | 
ranny Through Petition. 


The report of the special Commissioners of 
Immigration appointed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to investigate in Europe the 
subject of emigration to the United States— 
especially that part of the report pertaining 
to the persecution of Jews in Russia—is of un- 
usual siguificance to the Jewish societies 
formed for the purpose of ‘aiding the unfortu- 
nates who have escaped persecution by flight 
to America. The extract from the report 
which appeared in a Washington dispatch to 
Tue Triscune yesterday morning.is charac- 
terized by the otticers of the Russian Relief 
Association of Chicago as the clearest picture 


_of Jewish suffering in Russia that has yet ap- 
- peared. 


Joseph Beifeld, First Vice-President of the 
Relief Association and a man who has inter- 
ested himself ’argely in the cases of unfort- 
unate exiles who have made their way to Chi- 
cago, says that the report submitted to Con- 
gress by John B. Weber and Dr. Waiter 
Kempster, the special Commissioners, is but 


a refiection of the stories related to the officers. 


of the Chicago association. Atrocious as are 
the cases of injustice recited in the report, 
just such stories are told by incoming Jews in 
Chieago every week. 

~ Mar. Beifeld, who has examined carefully 
into the persecutions of the Russian Jews, 1s 
of the opinion that the empire is only cutting 
its own thruat by the expulsions. He has, 
reached this conclusion because he sees in the 
removal of the Jews the disappearance of a 
factor in dustrial pursuits necessary to com- 
mercial prosperity. .The Jew is essentially 
the middleman in commercial affairs. 
In Russia, as in _ all other coun-— 
tries, he is the small dealer who 
occupies the place between the producer and 
the large manufacturer or the consumer, 
This position in the Russian commercial 
structure has been held by the Jews ever since 
Russian commerce began to make itself felt 
outside of the borders of the empire, and it is 
this department of industry that’is principally 
afiec by the expulsions that are now going 
on. é 


Not Ordinary Immicrants. ; 

Mr. Beifeld is also inclined to viey4fhe in- 
flux of poverty-stricken Jews 'intgoAmerica in 
a different light from genergk“immigration. 
Many of the Jews who forced to the 
United States, he observes, are men who have 
been successful in their various industries in 
Russia, but have been robbed of their prop- 
erty by the Russian Government. He has 
found that when given an opportunity they 
will make the best of their advantages. They 
are generally temperate, moral men, in whom 


~the love of the family is a predominating 


trait, and men who are most liable to become 
ae American citizens. Many unskilled 
aborers also make their-way to Chicago, but 
they invariably are willing to work and follow 
the advice given to them by the association. 
Russian Relief Association is now giv- 
ing aid to an average of fifteen~ families a 
month. The object of the association is not 
tv provide entirely for the exiles, but to dia- 
tribute them over the country and aid them in 
finding suitable employment. It also holds 
itself ready to make investments for those - 
who have been able to save some property 
from the wholesale confiscations of the Rus- 
sian officials. Only a short time five fam- 
ilies were sent up into Northern Dakota ‘and 
put to work on farms, and if these are f 
to be successful many more will be sent in 


‘the spring. More than a thousand exiles have 


been placed in a way of taking care of them- 
selves during the lastfew months. . 

The office of the association is at No. 83 
Wilson street, and is in charge of Supt. H. 
Eliassoff, a Russian by birth and fully con- 
versant with the condition of the Jews in the

Pathetic Stories of Persecution. 

Searcely a week passes that some new story 
of persecution does not come to the notice vf 
the association. Within the last week a once 


‘prosperous grain dealer from the Government 


of Tchernigov has come tu Chicago to start in 
anew. He was provided with the papars nec- 
essary for existence iu Russia, but he was 
literally crowded out of the pale by the influx 
of Jews driven in from other parts of Russia. 
Although deprived of the earnings of tweive 
ears and compciled to leave his home and 
riends, he was ready to begin life again 


under better conditions. Yesterday morning 
he was given employment in Joseph Beifeld’s” 
cloak factory. In broken German he told the 
following story to a reporter of Taz TRIBUNE: 


My name is Hymen Poliakoff and I am a native 


of the Government of Tchernigov. My home has 
been always within the territory set apart for the 
Jews and | have been always able to make a fair 
liv in the grain business. Lately, however, 
the Russian Government has been driving Jews 
by the thousand inside of uur littie territory and 
as a result wages have been depressed and busi- 
ness generally stagnated. I soon saw that there 
was no chance for me in the future of Russia, so 
I sold my property and with the proceeds paid 
my way to Chicago. I have got to begin life ail, 
over again, but 1 have always been used to earn- 
ing§ on! own living and I don’t see why I cannot 
succeed. 


Poliakoff is an intelligent man of fair ed.

The Rider Furnace company of Pittsburg, Pa., 
offers to erect a garba urnace capable of de- 

' stroying thirty tons of garbage every twenty-four 
hours, and run furnace for ten days as a test, and 
to deliver same to the City of Chicago for the 

- sum of $10,000. Said furnace to be erected upon 
ground furnished by the city. Or, if the city does 
not desire to purchase, they will destroy garbage 
at the rate of $1 a ton, the city on their part to 
deliver not less than thirty tons a day, and to pay 
for said réduction at the end of each month. 
They would also expect the city to enter into a 
contract for a term of five years. 

The Engle Furnace company propose to erect a 
furnace with a capacity of fifty tons every twen- 
ty-four hours, and would ran the same for three 
months as atest. At theend of this period, if 
the furnace was a success, they would deliver to 

. the city for the sum of $10,000, the understanding 
being that the city furnish the groand to place 
the furnace upon. 

This company does not desire to operate the 
furnace, but insists upon asale. Its agent makes 
the statement that it can destroy pesere ata 
cost of: from 12 to Wcertsaton, They have in 
operation twenty successful furnaces.

COLLECTOR LINDH £IMER’S POSITION, 


Me Says the City Can Take $200,000 This 
Month or Nothing at AIL 


Mayor Washburne, City Controller May, 
and Corporation Counsel Miller are preparing 
acampaign against South Town Collector 
Lindheimer which shall induce him to turn 
into the city treasury at once his collections, 
which, it is alleged, he is keeping back con- 
trary to law.

“It is 
singular,” said a city officer, ‘‘ that it should 
be proposed to charge sewer builders $25 for a 
license while house-movers who do tmore to 
obstruct the streets and cause more annoy- 
ance than any other class of men are not in- 
terfered with in the least and have to pay no 
license.”’ 


Money Spent Which Is a Practical Loss, 

Ald. Roth has prepared figures from the 
Special Assessment Department to show that 
the cost of preparing estimates on improve- 
ments ordered by the Council, the ordinances 
for which were afterwards repealed, in 1891, 
amounted to $57,007, and he claims that the 
annual loss to the taxpayers from this prac- 
tice of staying improvements and repealing 
ordinances is over $200,000.

5,975 shares in the Hot Springs railroad com- 
pany, $597,500; 2,700 shares in the “* Diamond 
Joe’’ line of steamers, $270,000; 1,600 shares 
in the New York Hotel company, $36,000; 800 
shares in the Park Hotel company, $20,000; 
188 shares in the Mount Hope Cemetery Asso- 
‘ciation, $18,800 100 shares in the Continental 
Bank of Chicago, $10,000; 65 shares in the 
German Bank of Dubuque, $6,500; 50 in the 
Northwestern Insurance company, $5,000; to- 
‘tal, $1,573,800. Stock in the Burlington and 
Colorado Silver Mining company for $174,000 
and Fuel Gas company stock for $10,000 are 
considered worthless.

. Striking a Hot Climate, 

There must bea particularly hot spot in the 
earth under Wheeling, W. Va. It is hopedto 
sink the we now being driven there at least a 
mile. The well is a tittle less than five inches in 
diameter. Its peculiarity is that no vein of water 
has been tapped, and being rfectiy dry, scien- 
tific men have an unexampled opportunity to 
conduct tlieic investigations. The tempera- 
ture is being taken at various depths. At adepth 
of 1,350 feet the temperature is68 degrees; at 
2,375 feet, 79: degrees; at 3,375 feet, 92 degrees; at 
4,375 feet, 105 degrees; and at 4,462 feet it is 111 de- 
grees. Thug the temperature is increasing faster 
and faster the deeper the boring. ‘or in- 
stance, the increase in the 1,000 feet from 2,375 
feet to 3/375 feet is about 13 degrees, 
while the increase in the next 1,000 feet is more 
than 16 degtees. If the heat goes on increasing in 
similar progression. a depth will be reached be- 
fore lo where every solid substance will be 
melted. That, however, will be no indication 
that the same state of things exists everywhere 
under the earth’s crust, for wells driven in other 
parts of the world have shown very different rates 
in the increase of heat.

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 25.—In the United 
States Circuit Court J. W. Oates of Santa Rosa, 
special counsel for the government in the suit 
against the Sierra Lumber company, asked that 
the cases be dismissed, stating he hac instructions 
from the Attorney-General at Washington to com- 
promise the suits.

TO EXTEND THE ROAD. 


CONTRACT FOR FIVE MILES OF 
THE STRUCTURE LET. 


Work to Be Pushed from Fortieth Street 
to Sixty-third Street as Soon as a Right 
of Way Is Secured—Expectation That 
the Entire Line Will Be Completed This 
Year—No Time to Be Lost in Finishing 
Arrangements—When the Cars Will 
Ready for Business. 

The Alley “L” will be extended south from 
Fortieth street to Sixty-third street as soon as 
possible. The contract has been awarded to 
the Keystone Bridge Company for construct- 
ing five miles of the road. It is expected that 
the entire line will be completed this year. 
The contract ig an unusually large one and 
will require the making of a great quantity of 
strvctural steel of special patterns. 

Tne following dispatch was received here 
yesterday: 

Pir7rsaurG, Pa., Feb. 24.—Don Fraser, the steel 
inspector for the Keystone Bridge company, said 
this morning in answer to an inquiry that the 
company had just been awarded the contract for 
constructing five miles of the alley elevated rail- 
road of Chicago. The company had prévionsly 
built four miles and it is expected that the entire 
line will be completed this year. The contract ‘s 
one of the largest ever let to one firm and will 
necessitate the manufacture of many kinds of 
structural steel. 

‘The Alley “‘L”’ road officials say that efforts 
will be made today to secure the right of way 
on the line south of Fortieth street. This, it

is confidently expected, will be secured soon, 
and. with rapid work in the matter of con- 
struction, it is asserted that the line will be 
ready for operation by the time the World’s 
Fair is opened. This means the completion 
of the entire line. 

Part of the Road for Summer. 

The road as far as Thirty-ninth street, it 1s 
said, will be ready for operation before sum- 
mer. Cars and epgines are promised by 
April. These cars, the officers of the road 
say, will be models of their kind. The inte- 
rior of the passenger coaches are patterned 
after those of the Illinois Central’s suburban 
service and are almost counterparts of those 
in use on the New York elevated lines. How- 
ever, they will be improvements on these cars, 
the finish, ete., being of a more expensive 
character. 

** Not a minute’s time will be lost,’’ said 
John H. Glade, Secretary of the Chicago and 
South Side Rapid Transit railroad company, 
yesterday. ‘* Offers will be made to the prop- 
erty-owners along the alley line south of 
Fortieth street today and the work of pur- 
chasing a right of way will proceed as rapidly 
as inoney and energy can make it. We have 
been formally notified that the contract for 
the construction has been let in New York. 
Several firms will have a part in the construc- 
tion. The entire line to Sixty-third street 
will be in readiness for the Worid’s Fair. 
The line will be built of soft structural steel. 
The road will be ahead of anything of its kind 
in the country. The cars and engines will be 
here by March or April. 

Pushing Work on the Cars, 

‘“We have word from the Baldwin Loco- 
motive works that our engines are uow being 
set up on the frames. Work on the cars is be- 
ing pressed rapidly at the Jackson, Mich., car 
shops. The cars wiil be marvels of excellence 
and beauty. The patterns are after the latest 
improvements inade in the cars on the New 
York roads. By April:1 we will have twenty 
locomotives and sixty cars on the ground 
ready for business. Unless some unexpected 
difficulties arise the road will be ready for 
traffic as far as Thirty-ninth street. The pub- 
lic does not realize the tremendous amount of 


work hecessary to get the road into shape. It’ 


means big things for Chicago. We realize the 
needs of the public, and every one can rest as- 
sured that no time will be lost in completing 
the arrangements.”’
